Two Attempts to Rob Minister's | 


Grave in Indiana Are 
Frustrated.

Boeri fe te Des. 10.--Farmers of this 


éounty twice within the last week have 
frustrated attempts to rob the grave of 
the late Rev. John Pittinger in the Union 
Chapel Cemetery near De Soto, six miles 
west of this city. The last attempt of the 
ghouls resulted in a revolver battle be- 
tween them and a posse of farmers, but 
none of the shots tock effect and the men 
escaped in the darkness. 

It ig believed by those who have seen 
the ghouls at work that they are trying 
to steal the body of the Rev. John Pit- 
tinger, who was buried two weeks ago. 
Investigetion revealed the fact thet the 
newly made grave hed been disturbed and 
that ground covering several others céffi 
| tras also been dug wp. It is believed by 
the residents of that vicinity thet the 
_ Shouls are the agen'’s of medical colleges 
Who desim bodies for experimental pur- 
poses. 

The ghoule were first seen by an ofl 
worker who wae driving past the cemetery

CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—An arrangement by 
which officals of the state penal institu- 
tion can give work to the convicts under 
their charge without violating the state an- 
ti-convict labor law is expected to be made 
as the outcome of a conference between 
officials of the state and of the Illinois 
State Federation.

POTATO. GROWERS COMBINING! 


Colorado Farmers Say the Exist: 
ing Price Does Not Justify 
Cultivation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GREELEY. Colo., Dec. 10.—Because of 
the exceedingly low price o* potatoes and 
the slow movement.of the crop the farm- 
ers and potato dealers have forme’ + com- 
bine to raise and maintain the “$ ce of 
potatoes and prevent dealers from under- 
bidding each other in bandling the crop. 

Investigations prove that the market 
warrants a higher price than is being paid 
for potatoes and that Texas and other 
points are ready to pay from 10 to 15 cents 
more per hundred than they are paying 
now for the Greeley crop. Experience has 
shown that a iow market price does not 
mean a free movement of the crop, but on 
the contrary buyers cut down the number 
of their orders because of the expectation 
that the decline will continue. 

Potatoes are bringing about cents per 
hundred now. If a raise of only 10 cente 
can be secured it will mean $39,000 to thie 
district. Thirty cents per hundred does 
not pay the grower for the production of 
his crop.

Inferences the 
Inquiry Holds. 


That there is an intention on the part of 
the government to summon the railroads, 
through the eastern freight associations, 
their classification committee and the 
bill of lading . committee, which has 
been under fire the last three days, before 
the Federal Court, on the charge that they 
have combined for the purpose of freight 
rate extortion, was given credence for 
these reusons: 

President Roosevelt indicated fn his last 
message that ho i§ interested In the ques- 
tion of freight rates and believes they 


should be regulated by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Attorney P. J. Farrell of the Interstate 
commerce commission has been paying 
close attention to all the evidence intro- 
duced ‘at the bill of lading hearing and 
securing transcripts of it. 

Attorneys for shipping associations re- 
for the investigation have used 
every effort to disclose that the c assilfi- 
cation and bill of lading committees met at 
intervals«and acted as a unit for the pur- 
pose of advancing rates and carried on 
correspondence to the same end. 

With the commission's attorney consult- 
ing counsel for the shippers at every move, 
these points have been brought out in the 
testimony: 

It has been established that the official 
classification committee, meeting at regular 
intervals and composed of traffic officials 
of various roads, acted in concert and ar- 
ranged lists that have had the effect of 
advancing freight charges an aggregate of 
$155,000,000 in four years. 

It also has been established that the Dill 
of lading committee, composed of railroad 
officials, has met and arranged by corre- 
spondence a bill of lading that will give 
freight rates another boost of $268,000.99 
a year if the shippers insist on that which 
they have been accorded by railroads in 
the past—common law llability. 

It has been shown that these committees 
controlled the 900 railroads between Chi- 
cago and New “York through the Central 
Freight association, the Trunk Lme as- 
sociation, the New Hngland Freicht as- 
sociation, and the Southeastern Freight 
association.

FEEDING STOCK ON 
LUW GRADE REC 


Experiment of Houston Millers 
Demonstrates It Is as 
Good as Oats, 


Special to the Tost-Dispatch, 

HOUSTON, Tex., Dec. 10.—One of Hous- 
ton’s Iitest enterprises in connection with 
the rice industry is that of milling what is 
known a* red rice intu a stock food. The 
chief. advantages urged for the new food 
are that it is better and costs less than 
vthers, 

Experience has taught those who have 
handled rice that it is one of the most 
nutritious of food stuffs. It has great 
power of sustenance, both for man and 
beast.’ The idea, therefore, occurred that it 
would not be a bad Idea to utilize the “red” 
or low grade rice, which on account of its 
grade will not bring a fancy price in the 
market as a food for man. By doing this 
the farmer can be paid a better price for 
this rice than he could otherwise receive 
and at the same time millers can give the 
public good foodstuff for livestock for less 
than it must pay fur oats or corn. 

Many in Houston and vicinity are using 


the feed, and it is ciairped that it ts evtry 
bit as good as oats. It is claimed by some 
who used it while harvesting a crop of rice 
that the teams actually get fat during that 
very trying time. 

While the food is as good as oats, it fs 
fully 2% per cent cheaper, and this it is 
thought should be sufficient inducement to 
get a man to use it after he is convinced 
that it will fatten his stock.

Under Provisions of Will Giving 
Him a $250,000 Fortune, He 
Must Not Associate With His 
Father or Father’s Parénts. 


COURT UPHOLDS CLAUSE 
WHEN FATHER ATTACKS IT 


Special to the Post-Disvatch. 

CLEVELAND, 0., Dea. 10.—A quarter of 
Pp million dollars is the inheritance of 16- 
year-old Benjamin Fridley Needham of this 
city and with thig fortune he succeeds to 
another—a legacy of hate—hate which he 
is required to entertain for his father and 
his father’s father and his father’s moth- 
er. 

Both bequests were made to him by his 
mother, Mary B. Needham. He cannot 
accept the first without the last. The 
clause of Mrs. Needham’s will enforcing 
this strange provision follows that portion 
of the instrument which makes the young 
boy her sole heir. It reads: 


“Tf, however, the said Benjamiu, after 


“he arrives at 16 years of age, should as- 


eociate with or live with or be, with or 
without said Benjamin's consent, an ag- 
sociate or friend of either Otis N. Needham 
or Fannie Maria Needham or Frederick F. 
Weedham; whom I have good reason to 
know are improper and unsuitable persons 
for sald Benjamin to be with, or be in- 
fluenced by them, fn that case, and my 
trustee shall be fully satisfied that said 
Benamin Fridley shall voluntarily set my 
wishes. as above expressed aside, then 
Y direct my said trustee and his succcssors 
in trust to declare the foregoing bequest 
hereinbefore provided for him as wholly 
forfeited, and in that case I declare that 
no. part of said estate, except so far as 
the same as herein provided for his sup- 
port, shall be delivered to said Benjamin.”’ 

In the thousands of wills now on recom 
in the Probate Court revealing family skel- 
etons and family grief, all hidden during 
the life of the testators, there is none to 
compare with this will of Mrs. Needham. 
The document carries beyond the grave the 
hatred which was hers the last years of 
her life. / 

Mrs. Needham was the divorced wife of 
Yrederick F. Needham, who has since re- 
married and is now living In this city. Otls 
N. Needham and Fannie Maria Needham, 
whose names are mentioned in this will, 
are his father and mother. They are rest- 
dents of this city and known through their 
connection with the Livingstone, which 
was once operated on the site of the pres- 
ent Hotel Euclid. Frederick F. Needham, 
their son, was associated with them in this 
enterprise. 

Mrs. Needham left her husband in 15917 
and soon after obtained a divoree. She 
took up her residence in an apartment 
house in Dodge street, with her boy, Ben- 
jamin, or Fridley, as he was called by the 
family. She died Aug. 5, 1902. The !ate w. 
C. McFarland was appoffrted trustee and 
guardian of the son in accordance with the 
request of Mra. Needham in her will. He 
has since died, and the boy is in charge of 
Miss McFarland, a sister of the attorney. 

®Wrederick F. Needham. has begun pro- 
ceedings in probate court to be appointed 
his guardian, claiming that right because 
he was ‘the father, This request Judge 
White refused after a careful investigation 
into the history of the case and Miss Mc- 
Farland was made guardian of the youth- 
ful heir, while William G. Taylor was ap- 
pointed trustee of the fortune.

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NOT A FARMER 


This Conclusion After 
Long Deliberation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Ioc., Dec. 10.—Judge H. T. 
Reed of the federal court for northern 
Iowa has issued an order which amounts 
in effect to a decision that a keeper of 
bees is not a farmer, and cannot, there- 
fore, escape the federal bankruptcy law. 
The decision is given in an order to de- 
clare Bert A. Algrich of Smithland a 
bankrupt. 

Augustus Christie of Rodney filed a peti- 
tion to have Aldrich declared a bankrupt, 
on Aug. 12, 1904. He claimed that Aldrich 
owed him $500 and had committed an act 
of bankruptcy !n transferring 16 colonies 
gf bees to A. E. Aldrich on Jan, 4, 194, 

In his answer Aldrich explained the 
transfer of the bees was made to satisfy a 
note covered by a chattel mortgage. He 
said further, by his attorneys, Prichard & 


Newby, that he was a farmer, and as 
such could be declared an involuntary 


bankrupt. 

In reniy to this, it was set forth that 
Aldrich was an apiarist, and not a farmer. 
The attorneys declar that such an 
amount of bees as Aldrich kept 
warrant the decision that he did not farm 
for a Living, but was a keeper of bees, 
merely, 

When the case came up before C. L Joy, 
referee in bankhuptcy, much of the hear- 
ing was on bee culture. Aldrich said that 
he owned about 185 stands of bees. He told 
in detail about the handling of them and 
made the statement that e could look 
after 400 to 500 colonies of bees in tRe eum- 
mer months. 

Judge Reed deliberated on the question 
of bees and bee culture and also the noble 
art of farming. In the end he recurned 
the decision that Aldrich could not hide 
behind the allegation that bee culture was 
farming. The matter is referred to Referee 
Joy for settlement, and Atdrich is ordered 
adjudged a bankrupt. 


MISSIOOIPP IS 
ALAIN MONEYLESS 


Treasury Empty Despite the Re- 
cent Issuance of $500,000 
Worth of Bonds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Dec. 10.—The state of Missis- 
sipp! is again with an empty treasury. 
The fact that the treasury is empty again 
after receiving In September $500.00 
the sale of state bonds and $39,000 
week from revenues, will be surpris! 
those who have carefully kept up with the 
state’s finances, and closely figured the in- 
come of the government and the appro- 
priations that must be met. 

The whole clumsy financial] situation is 
due to the fact that the state legisla- 
ture did not provide, as was recommended 
to them by the governor, and urged by the 
auditor and state treasurer, for the issu- 
ance of a million dollars’ worth of bonds. 
The legislature rejected the recommenda- 
tions of the officlals, and provided for the 
issuance of $500,000 of bonds, which were 
disposed of after much delay and after 
the state had been embarrassed on several 
occasions. 

The legislature provided, in addition to 
the issuance of $500,000 worth of bonds, 
that during the year 1905 the governor 
could borrow on the credit of the state 
$300,000 at a rate of interest not to exceed 
6 per cent, payable on or before January 
15, 1906. So according to the terms of the 
bill this money can be secured by the 
governor during January. 

Many thought that the $500,000 from the 
sale of the bonds would tide the state 
over until the $300,000 could be secured, but 
when it is remembered that three months 
before this money was secured, the com- 
mon school fund distribution was due 
amounting to nearly $500,000, and that in 
October the Confederate pension distribu- 
tion was made, amounting to $250,009, {It Is 
not surprising that that fund is exhausted. 
The $39,000 received this week was paid 
out on warrants in less than an hour. 
The state will get in about $50.000 from 
the gale of its cotton within the next few 
days, and when this is received the out- 
standing warrants wfll be cashed. In the 
meantime the state officials will have to 
hold their little pleces of paper until] the 
money is received, or negotiate with the 
banks for cash.

The taking of testimony in the divorce 
case Of Mrs. Mollie Brinkmeyer against 
John G. Brinkmeyer, tn which echoes of 
the late boodle investigation play a promi- 
nent part, was not completed yesterday. 
Further testimony will be heard Friday. 
Just previous to adjournment E. H. Bick- 
ley, attorney for Mrs. Brinkmeyer, applied 
for and obtained a subpoena calling’ upon 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. to produce 
in court again the agreement bétween the 
trust company and Philip Stock and Brink- 
meyer. This agreement was the cause of 
newspaper articles in reference to boodle 
mattérs, the articles themselves being ad- 
mitted as evidence over the objection of 
Willlam Zachritz, attorney for Brinkmeyer, 
by Judge Ryan. 

This agreement was with reference to a 
safety deposit box in the 
vaults, in which was kept 360,00, which 
sum was alleged to have been there for 
the purpose of bribery In connection with 
the Buburban deal. To this safety deposit 
box evidence was submitted that Brink- 
meyer had one of the keys. The other 
key was held by Philip Stock. 

Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk, gov- 
ernor-elect, Was a witness for the plaintiff, 
and retold many of the incidents of his 
campaign against boodle wherein Brink- 
meyer was mentioned as an agent of Chas. 
Kratz. 

Every seat in the court room was taken 
when the trial began, most of the specfa- 
tors being women in fashionable attire. 
Mr. and Mrs. Brinkmeyer occupied seats 
at the table in front of the bench, sitting 
only a few feet apart, Attorney Zachritz 
being between the two. Throughout the 
proceedings neither looked in the direction 
of the other.

J. McKane, formerly of St, Louis, but late- 
ly of Kansas City, swallowed laudanum at 
Fdwardsville, Ill., last night and is In a 
critical condition. 

Last spring MoKane was employed for a 
time as a salesman in an Alton clothing 
store. He was struck by a Big Four train 
and his left arm was severed. He brought 
suit for $10,000 damages. 

Later”he removed to Kansas City, where 
he has a sister, but returned to Edwards- 
ville a few days ago for the trial of the 
case. 

The case was completed late yesterday 
afternoon and went to the jury. They re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the railroad 
company about 8 o'clock, having concluded 
from the evidence that the fault for the 
accident did not rest on the company. 

MckKane was greatly depressed by the 
verdict. He sald to several that there was 
nothing more for him to live for, and he 
might as well be dead, but they did not 
think he would try to kill himself. 

As soon as he could get way from his 
friends he went to a drug store and pur- 
chased un ounce and a half of laudanum, 
and going to his room at the St. James 
hotel, swallowed the polson.

10.—If it were pos 
sible that any new 4Gevelopment in the 
Chadwick case could exceed in sensational- 
ism any previous development, then the 
announcement made tonight by the law- 
years who examined the so-called gecour!- 
ties held by Iri Reynolde, furnished a 
sensation that knocks all the others into 
a cocked hat.

Members-elect of the coming Missouri 
General Assembly, in interviews and tele- 
graphic communication with the Post-Dis- 
patch, announce their intention to destroy 
gambling at St. Louis racetracks, by re- 
pealing the so-called breeders’ law, passed 
ostensibly in the interest of the horse 
breeders of Missouri at the 1897 session of 
the legislature. 

Replies received to telegrams sent out by 
the Post-Dispatch from 74:out of 17% mem- [ 
bers of the legislature indicate an over 
whelming sentiment in favor of the repeal 
of this law, while thus far not a single 
member has ventured to go on record as 
favoring or defending it. 

Forty-one legislators state unequivocally 
that they will not only vote but work for 
the repeal of the law, and three senators, 
A. R. McNatt of Aurora, C. W. Clarke of 
Kansas City and John L. Bradley of S&. 
Francois County, pledge tr r support to 
repeal legislation in the upper branch of 
the assembly, where the racetrack rep- 
resentatives hope to exercise a potent in- 
fluence. 

While the breeders’ law applies to the 
entire state, it had its birth in St. Louis 
eight years ago, and has worked to the 
commercial, moral and political injury of 
Gt. Louis, since the legislature, under the 
misapprehension that {t would prove of i!n- 
calculable benefit to horse breeders, passed 
the bill and sent it to Governor Lon V. 
Stephens for his signature. 

Two days before the bill was signed Gov. 
Stephens told a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
the Planters Hotel that he would veto it. 

He did not explain his change of base 
until the depositions in the celebrated Card- 
well case became public two years and a 
half ago. 

When Gov. Stephens was called on at the 
trial of the suit of W. O. Cardwell against 
a St. Louls newspaper for $50,000 damages

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“Sam B. Cook, then chairman of 

Democratic state committee, asked me to 
sign the bill, as a personal favor to him. 
He said it was a good bill, and there 


would be $5000 in it for him if I signed it,” 
said the governor. 


Maffit and Stephens were bitter political 
enemies at the time and the former in- 
duced Cook to “see Stephens.” 

The principal provision of the breeders’ 
bill reads as follows: 


Provisions of 


Breeders’ Law. 

Any person of good reputation desiring 
to obtain a license to sell auction pools, 
make books or register wagers or bets 
by mechanical] or other means, as provided 
by this article, shall apply in writing un- 
der oath, to the state auditor for such 
license, stating that the contests upon 
which maid pools, books or wages made 
are actually to take place upon the race 
course or fair grounds where he desires 
to carry on the business, the character of 
the business he desires to conduct and the 
length of time. The state auditor, if sat- 
isfled of the good character of such appli- 
cant and the good repute of the race 
course or fair grounds upon which the 
applicant may desire to conduct such busi- 
ness, may issue a license authorizing him 
to do any or all of the things provided 
in this article. And the state auditor may 
refuse to fasue a license to any person to 
be used upon any race course or fair 
grounds after said place or places have 
been in operation for a period of ninety 
days in any one year. 

The closing section of the bill as enacted 
by the 1897 legislature read: 

“There is hereby created and  estab- 

lished in the state treasury a special fund 
to be known and designated as the ‘board 
of agriculture improvement of breed of 
horses fund,’ and !{t is made the duty of 
the state treasurer to place to the credit 
of said fund all license fees arising under 
this act. The moneys in this fund shall be 
appropriated by law from time to time and 
be used for the development and improve- 
ment of the breed of horses in this state 
under the direction of the state board of 
agriculture.” 
In an amendment made to thie section 
two years later that .portion referring to 
“horse breeding”’ is omitted and the simple 
words devoted to the state fair fund in- 
serted, so that the revenue accruing from 
the licenged gambling act may be used 
for general fair purposes. 

Thus the ostensible Intent of the breeders’ 
bill was killed by amendment. 

But the results arising therefrom have 
been these: In 1898, the police department 
closed up the poolrooms of S8t. Louis, 
which remained closed for two years. 

A man running a poolroom outside of the 
racetrack and betting on races conducted 
therein was guilty of a misdemeanor. 

The public applauded the police. The 
breeders’ law said race tracks should con- 
tinue in operation 90 days. 

So the Fair Association inetead of con- 
ducting a 4-day meeting as formerly ex- 
tended the time to 90 days. 

In the winter of 1900, Louls Cella, Sam 
Adler and C. A. Tiles, constituting the 
racing firm of Cella, Tilles and Adler, saw 
what a good thing the breeders’ law was 
and purchased property just outside of 
the city limits, now the site of the pres- 
ent Delmar race track. 

About the same time the Fair aseocia- 
tion, to weaken Cella, Tilles and Adler, 
formed the Western Jockey club. The 
race track trio realized then that tlty 
were “up against it” and proceeded to 
make terms with the Fair association by 
purchasing the entire Fair grounds prop- 
erty. 

With the opening of the season in 1901, 
Cella, Tilles and Adler were in complete 
control of the local racing situation. 

The breeders’ law provides that racing 
may be conducted on any one track for 
nitty @hys between April 15 and Oct. 8&1 
Cella, Tilles and Adler operated the Del- 
mar and Fair grounds tracks, alternately, 
over this entire period. During the past 
season the Union Jockey club also ran 
ninety days. State Auditor Albert oO. 
Allen issued licenses to the bookmakers 
and race track owners. at all tracks, al- 
though his decision at the time was de- 
nounced as contrary to the purpose or in- 
tent of the breeders’ law. 


Oook and Allen 
Worked for Law. 


It is remarked as significant that the 
two officials who had the most to do indil- 
vidually with establishing and furthering 
the breeders’ law, State Auditor Allen and 
Secretary of State Cook, were defeated for 
re-election at the general election Nov. 8 
by overwhelming majorities. 

But while the breeders law suppressed 
poolrooms it did not prevent bets being 
made just the same at various downtown 
resorts. These informal bets soon gave 
way to a system of handbooks, whereby 
bets are recorded without the use of black- 
boards or other open or conspicuous pare- 
phernalia. 

There are 150 of these handbooks oper- 
ating in the @owntown district of St. 
Louls today. 

Chief of Police Kiely, the members of 
the board of police commissioners and 
Thomas McGrath, chief of the gambling 
squad, admit the existence of these gam- 
bling places. 

McGrath says: “I know they are run- 
ning, but we can't get direct evidence 
against them.” 

MoGrath has been at the head of the 
gambling squad three years. During these 
three years the handbooks have been prac- 
tically unmolested. 

“I belleve every word the Post-Dispatch 
says about these handbooks,” says Chief 
Kiely, “but our men find {ft tmpossible to 
get accurate information on the subject.” 

The police commissioners talk in the same 
strain, while at the same time no earnest 
effort is belng made to apprehend the 
handbook proprietors or operators. 

The Missouri laws regarding handbooks 
and poolroome and other forms of gam- 
bling are stringent. In the case of faro 
the offense is a fdjony. Pat Gheedy dur- 
ing his recent vis\ here sald St. Louis 
was the enly city tn ge country where faro 
banks were not allowed to operate. He 
thought the severe penalty had something 
to do with it, ~

Newton's counsel, asked that a receiver 
be appointed for such property of Mrs. 
Chadwick as is in the ‘hands of Irl Reyn- 
olds. Attorneys Croseman and Smith, 
representing the creditors in the 
ruptcy procedings, opposed, this on the 
ground that the federal court had already 
appointed Nathan Loeser as receiver. 
Nevertheless, Judge Babcock granted the 
motion and appointed Herbert W. Bell re- 
ceiver. 

The opposing attorneys at once got out 
injunction papers, and a race ensued be- 
tween Receiver Bell to hustle the “securl- 
ties’’ into a safety deposit vault before 
the injunction papers could be served 
upon him. 

There were some amusing proceedings 
when Bell slipped out of one door, while 
United States Marsha] Fanning was walk- 
ing in another, but Bell eventually got 
his precious bundle under lock and key 
before the marshal caught up with him. 
He then accepted service of the injunc- 
tion, but under advice of Mr. Stearns de- 
clined to give up the securities. 


Newton’s Attorney 
Wants the “Millions.” 


Mr. Stearns said this evening that he 
will probably be willing to surrender to 
Receiver Loeser all of the documents, ex- 
cept the $5,000,000 Carnegie note, adding, 
“The whole matter will be laid before the 
court on Monday morning and will be set- 
tled then. I think, however, I shall make 
a fight to retain the note.’’ 

If all the ‘“‘securities’’ are not turned over 
to him Monday morning Receiver Loeser 
says he will begin contempt proceedings 
against Receiver Bell and possibly his 
counsel, Mr. Stearns. 

The discovery of the forged deed of trust, 
in which an alleged uncle—Frederick R. 
Mason—is mentioned brings again to the 
front the story told in the Post-Dispatch a 
few. days ago, in which one of the leading 
lawyers in Cleveland made public his deal- 
ings with Mrs. Chadwick, in which the 
mythical Frederick R. Mason and his great 
trust fund for Mrs. Chadwick figured. 

This lawyer’s story is that Mrs. Chad- 
wick called on him more than two years 
ago and said that she was a niece of Fred- 
erick R. Mason, a lifelong associate of An- 
drew Carnegie’s, who, at his death, had 
bequeathed her upwards of $7,000,000 In se- 
curities. He had asked Andrew Carnegie 
to act as her trustee and that under the 
latter’s skillful manipulation the fortune 
had increased to $11,000,000. Now, that Mr. 
Carnegie had given up all of his own busi- 
ness cares, he wished to be rid of this trust 
and had suggested to her that she put her 
affairs in the hands of the law firm of 
which this gentleman was senior member. 


She Proposed to 
Back Trust Co. 


Mrs. Chadwick said that Mr. Carnegie 
had suggested that perhaps a great bank- 
ing and trust company might be estab- 
lished in Cleveland, with her fortune to 
back it, and it was for this purpose that 
she now came to the lawyer. No decision 
was reached at the first interview, but a 
few days later Mrs. Chadwick summoned 
the senior partner of the firm to New 
York to pass judgment upon what was 
evidently the very document discovered 
when Iri Reynolds’ package of ‘securities”’ 
was opened. 

There was some dispute between Mrs. 
Chadwick and the lawyer in New York, 
‘and they returned to Cleveland without 
anything being settled. When the lawyer 
next heard from Mrs. Chadwick she sent 
for him to come to the Colonial Hotel in 
Cleveland. Some of her many creditors 
were pressing her, and Cassie was sorely 
in need of another of her little loans. 

‘I have a pressing obligation of $40,000 
which I must meet, and I would like to 
have you raise that amount for me. You 
know my income is paid only semi-annu- 
ally, and the next payment is due in about 
30 days,"’ she told the lawyer.

northern New Jersey to the refineries of 
the Standard Oil Co. at Bayonne, N. J., 
and Newtown Creek, New York City, 
reaching the latter by a line laid under 
the Hudson river, Central Park and the 
East river. 

The only portion of the pipe line which 
is to carry’ this stream which remains to 
be completed is that between Kansas City 
and Whiting, u line of pipe having already 
been laid from Red Fork to Kansas City. 
‘'wenty thousand bafrels, the amount re- 
quired to fill it, has been pumped into the 
latter section from the odorous storage 
tanks in Red Fork, and from it a thick, 
greasy stream is now pouring forth into 
the tanks at Kansas City. 

There is a man to watch every foot of all 
these pipe lines. Little of the oil escapes 
after it has flowed into these pipes. From 
the moment the valve in the pipe at its 
exit from the tank at the well is turned, 
the men of the pipe Iine company keep 
watch of every barrel which flows out until 
it reaches its destination in some refinery. 

The pipe line ts constantly patrolled. The 
patrolman’s life at times is almost as te- 
dious and trying as that of a life saver. 

Summer or winter the journey must!be 
made. No matter if the snow Iles several! 
feet deep on the ground, so much of the 
line must be ftnspected every day. Clouds 
of snow blown hither and thither by the 
wind of zero temperature must be faced.

Fierce rainstorms may soak the patrol- 
mun to the skin, but that precious pipe 
must be watched. Soinetimes the line leads 
through the woods, which are cool and in- 
viting in summer, but bleak and lonesome 
in winter. It may lead across a plowed 
field upon which the sun beats flercely in 
the summer time and across which the 
wind blows with stinging force in the win- 
ter. The journey usually is a week long, 
and it is made every week. 

In order that the flow of of] may not be 
decreased by the collection of paraffin on 
the inside of ths pipes, a scraper ts sent 
through them every two weeks. The 
ecruper is a stem about two and one-half 
feet long having at its front end a dia- 
phragm mace of wings which can fold 
om each other, and thus enable it to pass 
an obstruction it cannot remove. This ma- 
chine carrics a set of steel scrapers, some- 
What like those used in cleaning boilers. 
This piece of apparatus is put into the pipe 
and carried along by the ourrent. Its prog- 
Pees can be followed by the noise it makes 
In its passage. It has been found by fol- 
lowing the noise of this machine that the 
current of oll moves up hill no faster than 
a slow walk, and that one must break into 
& dog trot sometimes in order to keep up 
with it golng down hill. The ecraper is 
prevented from entering the pumps at the 
next station by curving the pipe and pro- 
viding a littie pocket at the point where 
the pipe begins to bend. Instead of going 
ground the bend with the oll, the scraper 
glides straight into the pocket and is taken 
eut.

Paintings of Dr. O'Reilly and Dr. 
-Preetorius tc Be Given Mis- 
souri Historical Socicty. 


EVENT SET FOR THURSDAY 


Presentation of Latter Portrait to 
Be Made by Nephew of Dr. Pree- 
torius’ Old Schoolmate. 


Next Thursday evening the Missour! 
Historical Society is to be made the recip!- 
ent of the portraits of distinguished mem- 
bers of the society, the ceremony of pre- 
sentation to take place at 1600 Iaocust 
street, the home of the organization, whcre 
all its books and relics are lodged and its 
meetings are held. 

The interesting tenders are to be re- 
ceived by the president, Judge Walter B. 
Douglas, who will direct that they be add- 
ed to the collection now adorning the walls 
of the society's principal apartment. 

Among the leading portraits to be given 
is that of the late Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, 
for many years ea member, and that of 
Pr. Emil Preetorius, president cof the 
Westliche Post and former presicent of 
the Missour! Historical. Society, who is 
still active in furthering the interests of 
his co-laborers in the domain of local and 
general historical research. 

A unique distinction attaches to the prof- 
fer of Dr. Prectorius’ portrait, {n that 
the address of presentation is to be made 
by a warm friend of the doctor’s son, Mr. 
Edward L. Preetorius, Mr. J. Van 8S. Bar- 
ret. whose father. Arthur Barret, was 
mayor of St. Louis in those early days 
when Dr. Preetorius and his young con- 
temporaries were active in pubile duty. 

Richard Barret, a brother of former 
Mayor Barret, and Dr. Preetorius, were 
students together at Heidelberg, at which 
famed seat of learning Dr. Preetorius met 
many Americans, among whom, soon 
after, his lot was cast in the land of his 
adoption. The University of Giesser. con- 
ferred on young Preetorius the degree 
of Doctor of Laws. 

As one of the men who “nade history” 
in St. Louis for more than half a century, 
participating in the stirring days of 1860-6, 
after a gallant struggle for political lib- 
erty in the land of his birth, the life-like 
lineaments of Dr. Preetorius find a specl- 
ally fitting place on the walls of the Mis- 
sourl Historical Society's home, and the 
occasion will be marked by a gathering of 
representative citigens. 

In his address Mr. Barret will confine 
himself to an estimate of the labors of 
Dr. Preetorius as journalist, law-maker 
and, using the term in the best’ sense, 
statesman, during the more than half cen- 
tury he has lived in St. Louis. As a mem- 
ber of the society, Mr. Barret considers 
the presentation of the portrait a rare 
duty. 

Many years ago, on a similar occasion, 
Dr. Preetorius had the honor to pre- 
sent the portrait of George B. Leigh- 


ton to the society, and the event is still 
cherished as one that brought out a 
laree and important gathering of the 
older citizens of St. Louis. 
For many years after Mr. 
relinquishment of the presidency of the 
society. Mr. Preetorius was its executive 
head, and during his incumbency the 
historical collection assumed the trend 
that since has made it one of the rep- 
resentative arrays of historical datn, 
books, pamphlets and specimens in the 
country. It is strong in Indian relics 
and among its precious things is the 
historic library of the late Bishop Rob- 
ertson, which through the late Henry 
haw, Dr. Preetorius was instrumeital 
in acquiring. In its present chronolog- 
feal arrangement it is the source of di- 
rect rofitable information on the

Preetorius takes special pride in 
the fact that the society was the first 
Organization to call attention to the

Emil Seaitectua was born March 15, 1827, 
in Alzey. Rheinhessen, Germany. He stud- 
ied at the universities of Giessen and 
Heidelberg. The ancient university of Geis- 
sen conferred on him the title of Doctor of 
Laws. The distinction of a renewal of 
the title came to him a few years ago, 
and was the occasion of a considerable 
celebration by his fellow-townsmen in 8St. 
Louis. 

Always an ardent champion of indd- 
vidual and political freedom, the young 
Preetorius found himself drawn into the 
great struggle for German liberty that 
plunged the fatherland and all Europe into 
a ferment in 1848-1850. Soon after, in com- 
mon with hundreds of others of the lead- 
ing yvoung men of Germany, he found 
further stay in his native land untenable, 
and with many of his compatriots emi- 
grated to the United States. 

Dr. Preetorius came to St. Louis in 1833, 
and has lived here continuously’ since. 
Journalism offered a wider field for his tal- 
ents in 
fession gave him at home. and soon after 
his arrival here he became active in the 
newspaper field, and has pursued this call- 
ing with signal success. 

The beginning of the Civil War 
the opvortunity for active politics for 
which he was admirably fitted. He was 
elected to the House of Representatives of 
Missouri in 1862, where his firm grasp on 
the vital questions of the day and his wide 
learning at once made themselves felt. 

In 1864 Dr. Preetorius became editor-in- 
chief of the Westliche Post, a newspaper 
recognized throughout the country as the 
outsnoken and independent champion of 
wvolitical freedom and partisan reform. Dr. 
Preetorius never relinquished for a day the 
active control of his paper, and today finds 
him still at the head of its editorial lead- 
ership, still chamnploning the cause of the 
ereatest good to the greatest number. His 
literary style is strong, modern, virile and 
eonvincing, and his complete mastery of 
both the German and the Enelish lan- 
guages gives him a pre-eminence as an 
editorial writer which his contemporaries 
are free to acknowledge. 

In all the great campaigns during and 
after the Civil War, tn the trvine period 
of reconstruction and the changes that 
have since come over the party of his 
choice, Dr. Preetorius has been the con- 
sistent friend of the common people. Strik-

Parents of John J. Schneider, Sus- 
pect in Mutzburg Murder, Re- 
united at City Jail. 


Separated for nearly 20 years, the 
parents of John J. Schneider were reunited 


yesterday for the first time through a 
common interest in their son, who lies in 
jail at the Four Courts, a suspect in the 
Mutzberg murder case. 

Since his infancy young Schneider's par- 

ents had lived apart. the father with the 
son at 2315 Texas avenue and the mother 
of late at Garrison and Franklin avenues. 
Lacking a mother's influence, the y grew 
up on the streets, went astray and was 
sentenced to a reformatory, from which 
he escaped a year ago. When he was ar- 
rested a few days ago and held under 
suspicion of murder, young’Schnelder’s par- 
ents each separately read of his incar- 
ceration, and went to the Four Courts Sat- 
urday afternoon.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Deo. 10—For the 
¢hird time Caleb Powers has been awarded 
@ new trial by the Court of Appeals be- 
cause of errors committed by the trial 
court In Georgetown.

WAS GONE THREE MONTHS

Father Believes Boy Was Given 
Runaway Virus in a Drink 
of Red Soda Pop. 


The champion runaway boy of Illinois is 
back home again. 

He was returned to his father in East 
St. Louis last night by John Ost, keeper 
of the Madison County poorhouse at Col- 
lirsville, who has been entertaining the 
runawzy at that institution for a month, or 
ever since a farmer of the neighborhood 
got tired of providing for him. 

The Champion runaway is Ray Caskey, 
who is 9 years old and who has run away 
nine times since September of last year. 

His father. J. D. Caskey of 512 East 
Broadway, thinks Ray was given some sort 
of runaway virus the first time he disap- 
peared—which was the first time he had 
ever been away from home at all—and that 
the virus still bagfhold of him. 

The father’s belief in this is serious. 

“Ray told me after he came back the 
first time,’’ he says, ‘that a man met him 
on the street while he was selling papers, 
took him into a saloon and gave him a 
bottle of red ‘pop.’ He says he didn't 
know anything more until he found h®m- 
self on a farm.’’ 

If the man did inject a runaway virus 
Into the soda pop that Ray drank, it was 
&@ most active and long-lived kind; for it 
has not permitted Ray to remain at home 
for longer than one month In fact, Ray 
only comes home when the virus reacts 
and causes him to run away from running 
away. 

Ray last ran away from home three 
months ago. His father, who has learnod 
philosophy since Ray swallowed the virus, 
did not look for him. “He'll come back,” 
he said; “and if I bring him back it will 
only hasten his next runaway.” So he 
waited. 


Farmers Kept 
Him Awhile. 


Ray made a long itinerary among farm 
houses between East St. Louls and Collins- 
ville. He would be taken up by one farmer 
and kept for awhile; then the virus would 
begin to work and he would run away 
to some other farmer. He kept this up 
for a month, untill the last farmer he got 
with got tired of him before the virus as- 
Sumed activity, and when Ray would not 
tell where he lived, loaded him Into a farm 
wagon and took him to the poorhouse. 

Ray had not been in the poorhouse long 
before the virus attacked him. But he 
couldn’t run away—not at first. He tried

There are at least 1000 able- 
bodied men now employed by contrac- 
tors at 60 cents per convict. per day 
at the State penitentiary at Jefferson 
City .in the manufacture of boots and 
shoes, harness, saddle-trees, and other 
commercial wares that should be removed 
from competition with free labor and 
worked in camps or: stockades:in prepar- 
ing stone and other material and loading 
it upon cars to be transferred and used 
upon the public roads. 

The theory that these men cannot be 
successfully used upon the public roads 
is a myth, according to association be- 
liefs, advocated usually by contractors for 
a selfish purpose. Twelve states are now 
using convicts economically and to great 
advantage in constructing macadam roads 
at a cost not to exceed $2000 per mile under 
normal conditions. Fifty guards can take 
100) able-bodied men out of the penitentiary 
and construct 300 miles of splendid ma- 
cadam roads sixteen feet wide and eight 
inches deep fn the state of Missouri each 
year. The cost to the state will not ex- 
ceed ‘0 cents per day per convict. and 
fifty guards will not cost more than $100 
per day. 

The National Good Roads Association wil] 
have a bill introduced to cancel the pres- 
ent convict labor system and to adopt the 
practical method of using this labor in 
public road fMprovement. These and kin- 
dred subjects will be fully discussed in 
the coming good roads conventions to be 
held in conjunction with the Missouri Kan- 
sas & Texas good gens FS aeagin train, 

The governor, all members of the Mis- 
souri legislature and members of Congress 
will be invited to attend the conventions,

Men and 207 Girls During Year.

She unlocked it and ‘said, ‘Pass in.’ I 
stepped forward, but started back in hor- 
ror. Through the opef door I saw, by the 
dim light of a small wiidow that was never 
cleaned, a cell seven feet by four. 

“ ‘Oh, don't put me in there!’ I cried, 
cannot bear It.’ 

‘Hor answer the wardcr took me roughly 
by the shoulder, gave me a push and shut 
the door. There was nothing to sit upon 
but the cold slate floor. 1 sank to my 
knees. I felt suffocated. It seemed that 
the walls were drawing nearer and nearer 
together, and presently the life would be 
crushed out of me. I sprang to my feet 
and beat wildly with my hands against the 
door. ‘For God's sake let me out! Let 
me out!” But my voice coifd not penetrate 
that inassive barrier, and exhausted I sank 
ones more to the floor. I cannot recall 
those nine months of solitary confinement 
without a feeling of horrgr. My cell con- 
taitied only a hammock rolled up !n @ cor- 
ner, and three sheives let into the wall— 
no table nor stool. For a seat I was com- 
pelied to place my bedclothes on the floor. 

“Solitary confinement is by far the most 
cruel feature of English penal servitude, 
It inflicts upon the prisoner at the com- 
mencement of her sentence, when most 
sensitive to the horrora which prison pun- 
ishment entails, the voiceless solitude, the 
hopeless monotony, the long vista of to- 
morrow stretching before her, all filled 
with desolation and despair. Once a pris- 
ener has crossed the threshold of a con 
vict prison, not only is she dead to the 
world, but she is expected in word and 
deed to lose or forget every vestige of per-

GUTHRIE, 0. T., Dec. 11.—Throuwhout Ok- 
lahoma, in every city, town and hamlet, 
the people, Nov. 28, paid homage to the 
memory of Col. David I. Payne, the “Father 
of Oklahoma,” the man who did more than 
all others combined to force the opening 
of “old Oklahoma to settlement in 1889. 

To Payne do the 700,000 people of Okla- 
homa owe their homes and all blessings 
which they are now enjoying, for it was 
under the leadership of that indefatigable 
“boomer’ that the attention of the coun- 
try was first turned to “The Land of the 
Fair God.” Payne, the soldier and states- 
man, led seven bands of. boomers into Ok- 
lahoma prior to the opening, oniy to be 
driven out and Ginpesnconed of their clajms 
by United States soldiers. 

He it was who discovered the truth that 
original Oklahoma was public domain, sub- 
ject to entry under the homestead flaws of 
the United States, and he continued his 
agitation for the rights of the people “ho 
wished to settle in the territory, fighting, 
physically and mentally, analy getting the 
matter into the courts, and winning a yie- 
tory for his views in November, 1834, before 
Sadee Foster of the United States court, 
just 17 days before Payne's sudden death 
on Nov. 28, at Wellington, Kan., from heart 
failure.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—One hears constantly 
now in the social and political centers that 
Mr. Choate will not remain here much 
longer a» American ambassador. If these 
unhappy rumors prove true, all those who 
know the ambassador's tact and amiable 
geniality will sincerely regret his recall. 
And greatest of those who will mourn will 
be King Edward himself, to whom M% 
Choate is much more than persona grata. 

It might be conveyed most delicately to 
President Roosevelt, that, while his am- 
bassador is in greatest demand in draw- 
ing rooms, the salons and at festal boards, 
he well represents American simplicity and 
typifies American love of hard work. 

It has been said that he is inaccessible, 
but that is because, never boring any oue, 
he refuses to be bored, or to waste time. 
It is a very easy thing to see the ambassa- 
dor if you have anything to see him 


about, 

But Americans seem to think that be- 
cause Mr. Choate serves his country, and 
is “paid by the great American peuple,” 
he is bound to direct them to the best 
hotel, to present them at court, to intro- 
duce them to his-tailor, and, if necessary, 
to lend them money “until their re- 
mittances arrive from the states.’’

A LITLE CAND 


Canadian Skipper Completes an 
Exteacrdiuary Voyage ma 
Tiny Vessel. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—John C. Voss, master 
of the Tilikun, is a Canadian, now in Lon- 
don. In 181 he left Victoria, Vancouver 
Island, in a sailing yacht weighing two and 
a half tons, intending to go around the 
world in it. He succeeded in his object, 

Capt. Voss is a born explorer, and he 
vistied many strange out-of-the-way spots, 
besides touchifig at all-the continents. 

He has just completed the circle. 

“What made me start on the trip?” said 
Capt. Voss to a Leader representative yes- 
terday. “Well, because everybody said 
I couldnt do it—not in the Tilfkun. She's 
a canoe really, and the Indians on Van- 
couver Island dug her out of a single tree, 
There are big trees in British Columbia.” 

There were two men in the boat at the 
start, but unfortunately Capt. Voss’ mate 
fell overboard and was drowned. After 
that the gallant skipper was the enttfre 
crew. 

Nothing can upset the equanimity of 
Capt. Voss. He will tell you of the most 
alarming, lonesome experiences in the same 
friendly matter-of-fact way as that in 
which he speaks of the weather. The se- 
ecret of the survival of the Tilikun and her 
cheerful owner was the use of a sea an- 
chor—Capt. Voss’ own patent. He-has 
sketches showing the Tilikun climbing the 
most appalling seas or moving In a trough 
with vast mountains of water on every 
side; the sea anchor trailing behind kept 
the boat safe were the sea ever so furious. 

“After my mate left me, and when I was 
alone,’’ said the master, ‘“‘I used to set the 
sea anchor and then go below and sleep 
till next morning. I1 never had a drop of 
water come aboard unless I wanted to.”’ 

One effect of the sea anchor. which was 
a cone-shaped .vessel made of canvas and 
wood, was to raise the boat as she *rested 
the waves, keeping them from breaking 
over her. 

Capt. Voss made a thorough irvestiga- 
tion of that most romantic region, the 
South Sea and its islands. Very gingerly, 
with ammunition ready and a camera near 
at hand, he approached the Isles tenanted 
by cannibals. “A very bad reputation some 
of these islands have,” said the captain, 
“and a woman was eaten at one of them 
just before I landed, notwithstanding the 
protest of a missionary. But a Kuropean 


is as safe among cannibals as he is in 
London, providing he doesn’t interfere 
with them.”” Capt. Voss met the captain 
of a ship which had been wrecked off one 
of these islands. The natives treated the 
survivors splendidly. but when a boat put 
out from the island to hail a passing 
steamer it was fired on. It was many 
months before the party got away. 

The Tilikun started with six months’ 
provisions and three months’ water sup- 
ply. But on leaving Sydney the captain 
forgot one of his two tanks. Consequently 
he and his new mate ran dangerously 
short of water. They had 4900 miles to go 
before a fresh supply could be obtained.

mulating Enormous Wealth 
Through Bogus Judgments At- 
tested by Counterfeit Court 


Records. 


ACCUSED LONG KNOWN AS 
THE PERPETUAL LITIGANT 


Great Properties Tied Up by Ef- 
forts of Supposed Defendants to 
Prevent Levies Under Bogus 
Claims by Alleged Swindler.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—Charged 
with forging the seal of the secretary of 
state of Maryland, by which he fraudu- 
lently secured more than $137,000, Harrison 
Wagner was arrested here today. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
mysterious judgments against citizens of 
Maryland have been turning up. Usually 
these judgments were for $98, and all were 
in favor of Harrison Wagner. Many of 
the persons against whom they were ren- 
gered never heard of Wagner. All were 
obtained on the most trivial grounds and 
all were from justices of the peace. In 
three monthe, in 1883, more than 1296 were 
made of record, aggregating $127,836. 

How much was realized in this manner 
nobody knows. The legal fights against 
payment cover thousands of pages of the 
records of the Maryland Court of Appeals. 
Detectives claim that Wagner frequently 
compromised rather than start a legal 
fight. 

When the persons against whom judg- 
ments had been taken in default would 
claim that they had never been served 
with notices of trial affidavits would be 
produced bearing the seal of the then sec- 
retary of state, declaring that the neces- 
sary legal papers had been properly 
served.

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lars worth of property had been tied up, 
the Fidelity and Deposit company of Mary- 
land, against which Wagner had obtained 
judgments aggregating $137,000, began an 
investigation. 

The local detective force was asked to 
find Wagner. After months of searching 
he was found at his home. Several trunks 
were filled with legal documents of every 
kind. Wagner, while the detectives were 
going through his papers, attempted to 
conceal a steel die. This was found to be 
a replica of the seal] of the secretary of 
state of Maryland Two other seals be- 
longing to a justice of the peace were 
found. 

Wagner is known in all Maryland courts 
as “The Perpetual Litigant.” In put- 
lished reports of the Maryland Court of 
Appeals appears a record where seventen 
of the mén against whom mysterious judg- 
ments hag been rendered, had associated 
themselves to fight him. 

The complainants all testify that they 


never owed Wagner a cent, that they 


never had business with him, and some 
never knew that such a person existed. 
When one of the defendants, Otto Shank 


of Woodsboro, Md., against whom judg- 


ents were secured by Wagn ner, fought 
the case to an issue, Wagner's only ex- 

lanation for his claim was that Shank 
had closed a drain, thereby damaging the 

er’s operty. 
“The amount he claimed was $2000 and 
this, for reasons best known to himeelf, 
was split up into twenty judgments of 
$100 each. Wagner claimed that the seals 
of the justice of the peace had been sent 
him on the death of their former owner, 
as had also the seal of the secretary of 
state. 

He denied that he had ever used them, 
yet all the legal documents found in his 
room bore the imprint of one or the other 
of the seals. 

The postoffice inspectors are also wait- 
ing for Wagner to explain how he hap- 
pened to have several thousand franked 
envelopes in his possession.

SAILT LAKE, Utah, Dec. 10.—"You need 
not tell me that bears don’t communicate 
with each other or that they do not un- 
derstand the Chinese language, because I 
know better."’ 

This statement is from F.. Jay Paynes, 
perhaps the best posted man in the United 
States on all things connected with Yel- 
lowstone Park. He is official photugrapher 
for the park; he has been in and about 
the park for 20 years, and he was the 
first man to make a midwinter trip into 
the reserve park. Mr. Haynes’ statement 
in reference to the reasoning power of 
bears was brought out fn telling of the 
Yellowstone Park pets. 

“How I came to know that the bears 
pass the word around and do it quickly 
is this: You know that with us they 
have been a nuisance for years. They are 
afraid of nothing because no one is per- 
mitted to shoot at them. They became so 
bold that nothing was safe from their 
meddling. They would climb into wagons 
of the campers and steal everything to 
their taste. They would enter tents, 
kitchens, dining roomse—anywhere — for 
good things to eat. 

“One day not long ago one of these four- 
legged thieves stuck his head through the 
window of the hotel dining room and was 
sniffing around to get a line on the best 
victuals. Of course, the guests, especially 
the tenderfect, sidled off. 

“The ammonia gun had made its appear- 
ance up there. I do not know where they 
came from, put I made up my mind to try 
one of these guns on the intruder. I t 
it, stepped up as close as I could, and Tet 
him have the full charge of ammonia 
squarely in the nose. Well, sir, I'll bet 
that bear turned 10 somersaults down hill 
before he stopped.

The den is In the form of a cave which Is 
made a winter rendezvous by the reptiles. 
Fach fall the snakes come from all direc- 
lions to seek the protection of the cave and 
in the spring again scatter out over the 
country. It is estimated that the number 
in the cave during the winter is several 
thousand. They form great tangled balls, 
curling around each other for warmth. 

Some idea of their number can be gained 
from the fact that several hunts have oc- 
curred during the past few months without 
materially diminishing the number, al- 
though on a recent hunt 375 were elain dur- 
ing a single afternoon, and the hunters 
finally desisted from sheer exhaustion, 

The den is on the ranch of H. J. Hub- 
bard and he is trying to exterminate the 
reptiles by the use of dynamite. It is pro- 
posed to place several charges in the cave.

CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—Pronounced dead by 
two veterinary surgeons and then resur- 
rected by an accidental treatment with salt 
solution, a horse he had removed from the 
streets as dead is causing Poundmaster 
Fred Warren of Evanston troubles that 
wring his heart.

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Remarkable Criminal Case Develops a Romance While Await- 


ing Final Adjustment on Appeal.

DES MOINES, Io., Dec. 10.—Lawrence De 
Graff, assistant attorney general, has 
placed the final touches upon the@state’s 
argument in the case against C. G. Wasson, 
who appealed from a two-year sentence for 
highway robbery. The case has hung fire 
for nearly two years, and will be disposed 
of when the Supreme Court re-assembles, 
a week hence. 

Wasson has managed to furnish bond so 
as to escape the penitentiary, and has 
shown his confidence in the ability of his 
attorneys by taking unto himself a wife 
during the respite.

Wasson’s case is one of the most re- 
markable on record. ‘He was convicted 
of robbing a man of money that his victim 
confessed he had himself stolen. The man 
who prosecuted him, thereby exposed the 
fact that he was himself a thief and was in 
turn placed under arrest and sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment. In that respect 
he is leas fortunate than Wasson. for the 
latter has never been compelled to go to 


jail, though convicted of a more serious 
crime. 


Thomas Malone, a i1-year-old boy, 
is Waseon's accuser. He came to Des 
Moines from Illinois and secured employ- 


ment on the Layman farm near this city. 
He disappeared one day, taking with hiin

He 
had the satisfaction of seeing Malone 
placed under arrest, however, and sent- 
enced for the original theft.

Bullet Wound and Condition of 
Feet the Keys to Kansas 
Mystery.

WICHITA, Kan., Dec. 10.—The skeleton 


of the man which was found near Derby 
last Sunday was examined by Edgar 
Gruhn and he positively identified them 
as that of his father, H. Gruhn. 

Mr. Gruhn came here from Topeka to 


see the skeleton and stated to Coroner 
McCollister that he could identify the 
bones if he could see the head and feet. 
He said that his father never wore socks 
in the summer. and that he always had 
paper in the bottom of his shoes. He also 
said that his father had been a soldier 


in the German army and that he had sey- 
eral teeth out on one side as the result of 
a bullet wound. When he saw the body 
he declared at once that it was his fath- 
er's. The shoes were cut off the feet and 
in the bottom of the shoes was the paper 
spoken of by the son.

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THREE FOOT FENCE 


Prof. Lantz, Kansas’ Prairie Dog 
Terror, Makes an Interest- 
ing Discovery. 

Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 10.—Prof. D. E. 
Lantz of the Kansas State Agricultural 
College has been designated by the United 
States Department of Agriculture for spe- 
cial work in that department in the bureau 
of animal industry. Prof. Lantz is known 
as the “prairie dog man.” It was he who 
conducted the experiments in connection 
with poisoning prairie dogs, discovering 
what poison is the cheapest and most ef- 
fective in killing off the pests. His work 
has been instrumenal in saving thousands 
of acres of range which the prairie dogs 
would otherwise have destroyed. 

The special work for which Prof. Lantz 
has been designated at present is to de- 
vise methods of protecting the sheep in- 
dustry from the ravages of coyotes. He 
has been participating in a number of 
“coyote drives’ in Oklahoma, where the 
farmers get together and have a wolf 
hunt, thoroughly cavering several square 
miles, bringing all the coyotes before them 
from all directions to a central point. 


Prof. Lantz has been making a special 
study of the habits of the coyote and he 
believes it will not jump a fence three feet 
high. It tries to go under or through the 
fence. It was noticeable in the coyote 
drives that when the coyotes struck a 
woven wire fence three or more feet in 
height they would not jump over it, but 
tried to find an opening to go through. 
Prof. Lantz will continue his study of the 
coyotes further, and if this theory holds 
good it will enable the ranchmen on the 
western prairie to protect their sheep from 
coyotes at small cost by keeping them in 
woven wire enclosures at night instead of 
the common sheep corral, through which a 
coyote can go. 


Joplin Ore Market.

JOPLIN, Mo., Dec. 10.—The Joplin sine 
ore market was stronger this week and 
prices generally were one dollar per ton 
higher. High grade ores sold at $60 per 
ton, while the assay basis ranged from %43 
to $45 per ton of @ per cent zinc.

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NEWFOUNDLAND 


Her Assertion of Rights Annoying 
to England Finally Brought 
to an End. 


Special te “he Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOHN'S, Newfoundland, Dec. 10.—By 
the recently negotiated Anglo-French con- 
vention, ratified by the Chamber at Ver- 
gailles, France undertakes to quit New- 


foundiand forever. 

The dispute finds it origin es far back as 
171%, when, under the Treaty of Utrecht, 
France in ceding up her empire in North 
America, abandoned Newfoundland also, 
receiving in return a concession that her 
| shermen could catch cod on the western 
geaboard of this island and dry them on 


shore. 
In the face of the treaty stipulations the 


French expanded their rights by aggres- 
* sion and encroachments until they were 
not only tak_ng cod but salmon in the rivers 
and lobsters in the littoral. They asserted 
their right to forbid British officers to set- 
tle, mine, fish or farm or to build pliers, 
and they said they could expel British fish- 
ing vessels from harbors they desired for 
themselves. It was their privilege, too, 
they asserted, to ignore the ‘hut’ clause in 
the treaty and to build brick canneries for 
the lobster industry. In brief, they acted 
as if they had sovereign rights, even td 


fortifying St. Pierre. 
On French maps this coast is colored 


as if it were French territory in Brittany, 
“we are absolutely at home on the 
French shore.’’ declared the Marquis de 
Beaumanior in the French Chamber. ‘The 
English have not even the right to know 
what is transpiring on the French shore. 

While France used within her own borders 
the catch of her fishermen the question did 
mot become acute, but when to stimulate 
these fisheries and make them a naval 
nureery she granted bounties to this indus- 
try, matters became more serious. French 
_bounty-fed fish invaded the European mar- 
kets supplied by Newfoundlanders and un- 
dersold their product, and Newfoundland 
in self-protection, retorted by denying the 
French bait. 

To catch cod bait is necessary, and the 
small fishes used to bait the hooks are 
only obtained in Newfoundland = waters. 
Newfoundland's bait act, therefore, 

ved a master stroke, reducin the 

neh catch of cod by nearly one-half in 
tho past ten years and threatening the sol- 
vent existence of St. Pierre. 

The lobster difficulty has been a chief 
feature of the question during the past 
| ten or twelve years, and the unregulated 
\ eatching of lobsters by the French on that 
shore has practtcaly killed out that indus- 
try also. Within the past four years the 
French fishery, both for cod and lobsters, 
there has been almost a total failure, and 
France's readiness to ee to a settlement 
now is largely dictated by the fear that 
five years hence, in spite of lavish bounties, 
there would not a French fisherman re- 
maining on that coast, and then it would 
be impossible for her to claim any sub- 
stantial concessions for abandoning a re- 
gion proved to be so valueless to her.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 10.—Stonewall Jack- 
son Christian, whom President Roosevelt 
has décided to appoints to a cadetship at 
West Point, is a grandson of Gen. Stone- 
wall Jackson, his mother having been the 
daughter of the famous Confederate chief- 
tain. He is the son of William E. Chris- 
tian of Atlanta, formerly of Richmond, 
who is assistant general passenger agent 
of the Seaboard Air Line railroad. 

Christian, who is just sixteen years old, 
has always shown a fondness for a military 
career, and for two weeks past has been 
in attendance at the Georgia Military 
Academy, at College Park, seven miles 
from Atlanta. During his first year he 
was corporal and is now first HNeutenant of 
his company of cadets.

Kentucky Youth Would Not Ac- 
cept Surgeon’s Aid After 
He Was Shot.

ROCKPORT, Ind., Dec. 10.—Alex Morris, 
aged 30 years, who was accidentally shot 
by his friend, James Kearns, aged 18, died 
after six hours suffering. Kearns is almost 
frantic from grief and fainted several times 
during the night, following his friend's 
death.

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TINY TORPEDO BOATS

Five of These Frail Little Vessels 
Will Steam to the Phil- 
ippines. 


Special to the Poe -Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—A fleet of 
United States torpedo boats is about to be 
subjected to an unusually severe test. Five 
of these frail little warships will soon start 
from Hampton Roads on a cruise of the 
Philippines, a journey more than half 
around the world. Never before has there 
been an expedition by torpedo boats which 
in the distance to be covered and the dif- 
ficulties to be encountered compares with 
the prospective voyage of these “wasps of 
warfare’ fiying the flag of the United 
States. 

The torpedo boats selected for this ‘‘en- 
durance test’’ are the Bailey, Barney, Bid- 
dle, Porter and Dupont, all members of 
what’is known as the “reserve flotilla” of 
the navy. The largest of the five is the 
Bailey, which was built at Morris Heights, 
N. and is 20 feet in length, 19 feet 
vam, nearly 7 feet draught, and has a 
lisplacement of 280 tons. Her triple ex- 
ansion engines are capable of developing 
«00 horse power and sending her through 
che water at a speed of 35 miles per hour. 

The long journey to the Orient will be 


not anly a severe test of the torpedo boats, 
but in slightly less degree a triaigof the 
health and strength of the officers and men 
aboard these small war vessels. Service 
on a torpedo boat is the severest exaction 
which is to be found in naval life, and for 
that reason not only young officers, but 
young men for the crew, are selected for 
these vessels. 

On board a torpedo boat the officers and 
men suffer alike and the most serious 

hase of the work is the difficulty of sleep- 
ng on a vessel which, if she maintains any 
speed, quivers in a most discomfortin 
manner, and, in any event, is so smal 
that in a heavy sea she is tossing about 
very much like a chip. To the laymen 
who catch a glimpse of the crowuni quar- 
ters of a torpedo boat it appears weil-nigh 
incredible that such a number of men can 
be accommodated during a long ocean vey- 
age in such a limited space, but the of- 
ficers and jackies who -will take the five 
torpedo boats to the coast of Asia are, u!- 
most without exception, old hands at the 
business and know how to ma‘e the best 
of a bad situation.

The proposal to send the tornedo brats 
to the Orient is the result of the success 
which last winter attended the sending to 
the Far East of a flotilla of. torpodo-tout 
destroyers. These were the Decatur. Dale, 
Barry, Bainbridge and Chauncey. The de- 
stroyers are considercgbly larger and 
stauncher than the torpedo boats, but even 
the voyage of those vessels was a nine 
days’ wonder to naval circles. and the most 
daring project now proposed will doubtless 
arouse even more widespread interest.

Here’s Your Chance to Get an 
Island and Settle Down to 
Hermit Existence. 


IOWA IS THE AUOTIONERB: 


And Certain Choice Spots in Mis- 
souri and Mississippi River to 
Be Sold to Highest Bidder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX. CITY, Io., Dec. 10.—Any one de- 
siring to buy an island in either the Mis- 
sissippi or Missouri rivers where these 
streams bound the state now has the 
chance. Persons wishing to become Rob- 
ineon Crusoes are gradually learning that 
the late lowa legislature passed a Jaw giv- 
ing the land department of the secretary 
of state’s office the power to sell islands, 
the proceeds, after deducting the expenses 
of surveying and appraising, going to the 
state. 

Henry Oehlerking of Sergeant Bluff is the 
first Woodbury County resident to apply 
for an island. Some weeks ago he filed his 
application for 400 of the 756 acres in Brass- 
field lsland, two miles west of the town. 
Martin Holmvig, county surveyor of Wood- 
bury, surveyed the land, and John Jamie- 
son, clerk of the state land office, arrived 
from Des Moines and appointed John Tone, 
A. Hollenbeck and Abram Harder, all of 
Sergeant Bluff, to appraise it. They re- 
turned a report finding a valuation of from 
$2 to $21 per acre for the island, an aver- 
age of about $11.25 an acre. 

Mr. Jamieson today explained the process 
of securing an island. An application must 
first be filed with the secretary of state, 
stipulating the number of acres he desires 
to purchase. With this he sends 50 cents 
an acre to pay the expense of surveying 
and appraising. Then the surveyor is ap- 
pointed and makes a report to the land of- 
fice, after which the applicant deposits the 
amount reported by the appraisers. 

“But it doesn’t necessarily follow that 
the applicant will secure the land,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Jamieson, ‘‘for ninety days are 
allowed in which other sons may bid for 
the tract. The original applicant gets the 
land, of course, if he outbids others. In 
case he is outbid, the money he advanced 
is returned.”’ 

Brassfield island has been awared to the 
state by the Supreme .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Statehood ceg- 
islation has taken an wunpromising turn. 
Republican Senate steéring committe has 
not reached a definite conclusion, but it 
is now known that it will innsist either 
upon making two states of the four terri- 
tories or postponing legislation. 

On the Democratic side. while no general 
conference has been held, the leaders do 
not conceal their intention of making a 
demand for the admission of thre four ter- 
ritories as four states. As the Corgress 
will be adjourned March 4, it is apparent 
that protracted debate will kill the Hamil- 
ton bill. 

The Republican steering committee has 
decided to call up the statéhood bill im- 
mediately after the Philippine bill is dis- 
posed of. This doesn’t mean that the steer- 
ing committee wil insist upon the state- 
hood bill retaining its place on the calen- 
dar unti! disposed of. It will simply be 
given a position where it can be used 4s a 
buffer if necessary, or if the Repubieans 
later can be united they will have the bill 
where it can be reached at any time. 
Benator Balley, of Texas, a member of the 
committee on territories, who has always 
taken a conepicuous part in the statehood 
debates, said: “I cannot speak for all the 
Democrats, but I am opposed to the Hani- 
ton bi in its present shape. I am not 
willing to divide a territory and make two 
states of it, and I am equally opposed of 
making one state of two territories. It is 
inexcusable to attempt to combine New 
Mexico and Arizona. I am in favor of 
admitting each territory as a state at this 
time. Oklahoma is réady for statehood, 
and should be admitted. 1 am not prepared 
to gay that I think Indian territory is 
ready for statéhood, but it should be left 
in position to become @-state wlien it is 
prepared to méet the burdens and obliga- 
tions of asatatehood. However, I will not 
join in a filibuster to defeat the bill now 
pending.”

painter, so well known in New York, 
where his works have been exhibited, is 
building for ®fmself another studio at Ge- 
neva, or rather Clarens, an island in the 
Lake of Geneva. He haw» two studios al- 
ready, but the new one will be small, se- 
vercly plain and, he vows, devoted only to 
work. Although he enjoys life to the full, 
Chartran is really happiest when he has 
brush and palette in hand and a cigarette 
between his lips. In the new little studio 
there will be nothing to detract him; no 
visitors, no souvenir to turn his. thoughts 
to friends. 

The arttst’s present studio at Clarens Is 
a white cattagea English in its luxuriou 
comforts. There Chartran. breathes the 
fresh air when he flees the sun of Paris. 
Not the greatest stretch of i ination can 
call his studio at Neuilly, in the environs 
of Paris, “a workshop.” IX is a superb 
house, all one one floor, situated in a park, 
through which wide alleys wind in every 
direction. Thick, velvety carpets cover the 
walls of the “‘studio,’’ and princesses, rich. 
fashionable, beautiful women, ascend its 
douwble staircase of red marble. Here Pres- 
ident Loubet and his good wife have vis- 
ited Chartran without even an escort. 

Qhartran visited America last winter. He 
has painted portraits of Mies Alice Roose- 
velt, of her distinguished father and of Car- 
dinal Gibbons. He took back with him 
sketches of the downtown district of New 
York and the Brooklyn Bridge, and of the 
great fire in Baltimore, where he happened 
to be when the conflagration occurred. On 
hds return the Figaro interviewed Chartran 
about his experiences while painting Prest- 
dent Roosevelt's portrait and quoted him 
thus: 

“Tt was difficult to get the President to 
sit still. I never had a more restless or 
more charming sitter.

KENTUCKY HAS HEW | 
GOLOR LINEISSUE 


One Town Begins Movement to 
Divide School Funds Under 
Late Legislature’s Act. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

VERSAILLES, Ky., Dec. 10—This will 
probably be the first town to pass an or- 
dinance, as permitted by an act of the 
legislature, for the separation of the white 
and negro public school funds. A bill 
providing for this is pending before the 
council. 

An act wf the last legislature authorised 
any city of the fourth class to provide 
by ordinance that no revenue raised by 
taxation from the property or poll of any 
white person or corporation shall be used 
for the support of any graded free colored 
common school, nor any revenue raised by 
taxation from the property or poll of any 
colored person be used for the support of! 
any graded free white common school. 

Versailles is the first city in the state to 
agitate this question, and the result of 
the fight here is being watched with inter- 
est by a number of other Kentucky cities. 
Naturally, the colored taxpayers of Ver- 
sailles are strongly opposed to the contem- 
plated change, as it would mean the se- 
rious crippling of their school, and not a 
few prominent white taxpayers regard the 
passage of such an ordinance as i)’ 
vised. Its opponents declare the legi:.a- 
tive enactment to be in conflict with the 
federal constitution, and say there are 
other reasons why it will not stand. They 
are prepared to test the matter thorough- 
ly in the courts, and if necessary to carry 
the case to the United States Supreme 
Court,

ATTACKED HER SANITY 
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Prosecution for Perjury Follows an 
Indiana Wedding With Some 
Queer Features.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec, 10.—A law of 
especial importance to Kentucky eloping 
couples who go to Jeffersonville to get 
married is to be tested at Indianapolis to 
save Lewis Boyer, a farmer, whose home 
is near Noblesville, Hamilton County, Ind., 
from going to the penitentiary on 4@ convic- 
tion of perjury. 

Several days ago Boyer went to Indiana- 
polis with Charles E. Eller and Miss Nan- 
nia Shoemaker, both of whom are more 
than 30 years old,.and made an affidavit 
vn which a marriage license was secured. 
‘his specified that Miss Shoemaker had 
been a resident of Marion County 30 days 
previous to tho grunting of the license, 
which ig a requisite unler the law. 

The Beyer case is to be pushed by rela- 
tives of Mrs. Eller, who assert she is in- 
sane, and advantage was taken of her con- 
dition to get hold of property which is sald 
to be worth about $6000. Her father, aren 
Shoemuker, before his death was trensuter 
ot Hami'ton County, Ind., and was wealthy 
nis estate going to the present Mrs tuler 
and two brothers, William and Charice 
Shoemaker, each getting about $08. Dine 
brothers have already begun an action in 
Hamilton County, Ind., to have Mrs. Eller 
declared insane, and have a guardian ap- 
pointed for her. This will naturally annul 
the marriage if they are successful. 


The brothers are determined that Boy- 
er shall be punished if there is any law 
for so doing, which will bring a final 
decision on the law in question. Deputy 
Circuit Clerk Berner claims he asked 
Boyer the question if Miss Shoemaker 
lived in Marion County, and Boyer re- 
plfed that she did. Boyer’s enly defense 
is that he understood the deputy to ask 
him if he had been a resident of Hamil- 
ton County for 80 days, and if Miss 
Shoemaker lived there. Boyer rents a 
farm from William Shoemaker, and Miss 
Shoemaker was boarding with him.

MONUMENT FOR 
VIRGINIA DARE 


Movement Started to Erect. Memo- 
rial to First English Child 
Born in America. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NORFOLK, Va., Dec, 10.—Annouacement 
of the fact that the grave of Virginia 
Dare, the first English child born on 
American soil, is practically unmarked and 
uncared for, has aroused interest in a 
movement here to have erected a suitable 
memorial to her, 

It is probable that H. L. Maynard, Rep- 
resentative in Congress from this district, 


will be asked to petition Congress for an 
appropriation to cover the cost of a suit- 
able monument to take the place of the 
wooden slab which now marks the last 
resting place of Virginia Dare, on Roanoke 
idena. <a ce 

Roanoke Iskand is an Isolated spot. 
Comparatively few persona inhabit the is- 
land, which is occasionally visited by 
hunters, especially durink the winter sea- 
son, when duck and other game are plen- 
tiful in the waters surrounding the spot. It 
was upon this island that colonists from 
Plymouth, under command of Governor 
John White a. Seen of Virginia 
Dare, settied in 1587. 

The eaty mark designating the grave of 
Virginia Dare is a weatherbeaten board. 
yaced there by one of the islanders, who 
rappened to be conversant with the facts 
in the history of Virginia Dare. The grave 
is located on the southern end of the 
island, at a point near where stood the 
pioneer cabin in which Vjrginia Dare was 
born. Only a few persons outside of the 
residents of the island know of the exist- 
ence of the grave. 

An early history of North Carolina re- 
cords the fact that on Aveust 18, 1587 
Eleanor Dare, daughter of Gov. John White 
and wife of Ananias Dare (or Dayre), one 
of the governor's assistants, gave birth 
to a girl, the first English child born én 
American soil, at Roanoke Island, N. (|. 
The child was named Virginia, and on 
the Sunday following her birth she was 
christened. There is no reference as to 
who performed the baptismal rite. nor is 
there in the list of colonists any name 
iaving @ prefix or suffix such as would de- 
note that there was a minister among them 

With her birth and christening the his- 
tory of Virginia Dare begins and ends. His- 
tory records that soon after her birth her 
grandfather sailed for England for supplies, 
and that upon his return no trace of the

Although the presi- 
dent of the latter is elected, he must 
be confirmed by the Minister of the In- 
terior. The provincial semstvo exercises 
a certain control over the district bodies. 
It distributes the taxes among the several 
districts which comprise a governmept, 
takes care of the roads in its province. Its 
competence is not limited to administrative 
matters proper; it bears on justice, too; 
it extends to public charities, to agricul- 
tare, te commerce, to industry. 

When the semstvo system was inaugu- 
rated in 1864 it was only extended to thirty- 
three provinces. For in Russia new ideas 
are always parceled out as experiments.

DES MOINES, Io., Dec, 3.—A dally news- 
paper for women to be started in Chi- 
cago Jan. 1, and Iowans are to back the 
enterprise with money and brains. 

Mrs. Ella Hamilton Duriey, for a number 
of years editor of the woman's depart- 
ment af the Des Moines Daily News, will 
be editor-in-chief of the new publication; 
and Mr. Ora Wiliams, a well known Iowa 
writer, will be managing editor. 

Mr. Williams learned “newspapering”’ 
under ‘‘Ret” Clarkson on the old Iowa 
State Register, and was selected severa] 
years ago to act as city editor of that 
paper. Later, he was managing editor 
of the Sioux City Journal for two years, 
worked as editorial writer on the Omaha 
Bee under BE. Rosewater, and finally pur- 
chased and edited for two years the Bioux 
Falls Press. 

Ths Woman's daily newspaper to be 
known as the Chicago Daily Review, will 
give employment to a number of the lead- 
ing newspaper writers of Iowa, and will 
branch out at once to take on contributors 
of national import, 

Emerson Hough of Newport is to be a 
writer for the paper. Miss Susan Keating 
Glasepell of Davenport, euthor of many 
of the stories in leading magazines, and 
Miss Jessie Lee Wilcox, lowa’s most suc- 
cessful woman reporter, will be upon the 
Daily Review staff from the very first and 
Mrs. Durley expecta to add many other 
names in the immediate future. 


Thinks Daily for \y 
Women Is Needed. 


“A daily for women I believe has long 
been needed,” sald Mrs. Duriey. ‘In the 
first place, this daily newspaper does not 
hape or expect to rush into Chicago and 
enter into immediate competition with the 
big dailies. We have ample capital but 
don’t need to waste it in getting up a daily 
for women., Mr. J. J. Hamilton, my 
brother, who has been very successful in 
newspaper work on the Dally News and the 
Iowa Homestead, has always said that it 
is the women that make the newspaper 
business what it is to day. He contends 
that the newspapers could not possibly live 
but for the fact that women read the big 
store advertisements. 

“In publications with which we have been 
connected, it has always been our poliay 
to eater to the favor of women and chil- 
dren.””

- MR. ROOSEVELT ON PRIME DUTY. 

Never losing sight of the main question, President 
Roosevelt says in his message that “the prime duty of the 

| Woman is to be the mother, the housewife.” 

This is undeniable. Equally true is it, that the prime 
duty of the man is to be the father and the house band. 

‘It will be observed that the “prime duty” only is men- 
tioned. And if the woman should embrace motherhood 
ag a first duty, it follows that the man must look for- 
ward to fatherhood. 

“To make a family, to rear children who shall carry the 
world’s work one step nearer to the ideal of perfect indi- 
vidual life in a perfect social order—this is the deepest 
tneaning of every serious act of life. If men build rail- 
toads, it is to the end that conditions may be ameliorated 
and the world made better fitted to house the generation 
about to follow. If women go into politics or practice 
law. or wash dishes, it is because by so doing they serve 
the prime duty. 

Of course neither men nor women are consciously aware 
of this while doing their work. They build railroads or 
wash dishes because such work is agreeable to them. They 
think they are serving their own personal ends. But 
the Eternal Reason of Things is too cunning for them. 
Underneath the private purpose of every well-meaning, 
honest man and woman is the law of life which compels 
them. without their will or knowledge to co-operate in 
the work of progress, to serve the prime duty command- 
ed them in the beginning. 

It is not necessary to think of nothing but this prime 
duty, since all other duties minister to it. It is only in 
@ decadent, selfish society given over wholly to the mean- 
ingless pleasures of existence that exhortations on the 
subject are greatly needed. If anthropology tells true, 
there was a time when men and women knew only 
this prime duty. But they were little better than pigs. 

Let Nature alone. She can take care of herself. She 
meeds no sermons to remind her of what she ought to do, 
and. be it remembered that civilization in its perfection, the 
vast © ‘ eomplex of tasks and duties the performance of 
which perfects manhood and womanhood, is itself a natural 
thing; it is nature in its maturity. If we accept civiliza- 
tion and perform its tasks without inquiring too curious- 
ly into primary duties which we share with the beasts of 
the field and the fowls of the air we shall not miss the 


destiny of man.

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INSURANCE AGAINST WAR. 

Secretary Morton enforces his plea for more _battle- 
ships and other instruments of destruction by this logic: 

“Last year the navy cost a little over a dollar per cap- 
ita. It cost little, compared to what war would cost, 
and it is the best insurance we have against war. We 
want auch a navy in size, style and ‘sand’ that no other 
navy will ever desire an engagement with us. It is our 
greatest exhibit in favor of peace.” 

Good; but suppose the Emperor William agrees with 
Mr. Morton. He will build a navy so big that ours will 
not desire an engagement with his. Then we shall have 
to build more ships, until we are big enough to make 
him modest. It is easy to see that reasoning of this kind 


‘results in a perpetual competition, each power trying to

Is not this nation strong enough in moral 
force to feel secure against attack from nations which 
have equal moral force? Figs of peace do not grow on 
thistles of strife. : 
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That old familiar call for a whipping-post law for 
wife-beaters, which is heard every winter, and which is 
never heeded by the legislatures, is again appearing in 
some of the newspapers.

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RACE HORSES AS ‘GAMBLING DEVICES.” 
The detailed evidence the Post-Dispatch has published 
demonstrates, point by point, the already notorious fact 
that the “improvement of the breed of horses” alleged as 
the reason for race betting is merely a method of estab- 
lishing, as unchecked and general, a form of gambling 
which can be pushed into the place once occupied by other 
forms, now condemned alike by law and public opinion. 

There is not even a pretext left to conceal this crying 
public scandal. It is notorious, unconcealed and unexcused. 

If this sort of gambling improves the breed of horses, 
then faro, keno, poker and all other forms once carried 
on publicly in St. Louis gambling houses, will be equally 
effective in improving the breed of men. 

The old argument in their favor was that they were an 
“education in nerve.’ What are men worth if they lack 

“nerve ?” 

It was also said that they “made money circulate.” What 
will become of us if money refuses to circulate? 

The case is too plain to admit of argument. If we are 
to have public gambling to improve the breed of horses, 
with the horses used as mere “gaming devices,” we need it 
for equally valid reasons in al] its other forms. 

Certainly no other form is more. corrupt and corrupting 
than that in which it is now publicly and notoriously tol- 
erated, 
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In responses to inquiries from the Post- -Dispatch, mem- 
bers of the new legislataure generally take strong ground 
against the breeders’ law. Of all trusts, the Crime Trust 
is the worst, and the law under which it grew to its pres- 
ent menacing dimensions should be repealed at once. 
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WHAT DO THE CHILDREN THINK? 

In a large view the most important sentence in the Pres- 
ident’s message is as follows: 

“No Christian and civilized community can afford to 
show a happy-go-lucky lack of concern for the youth of 
today; for if so, the community will have to pay a terrible 
penalty of financial burden and social degradation in the 
tomorrow.” 

The recommendations which follow, of legislation de- 
signed to protect young children and youths from econom- 
ic burdens too heavy for young shoulders are wise and 
humane. But quite as important it is*that boys and girls 
be inoculated. with sane and wholesome ideals. 

So far as their schooling goes these are probably all 
they should be. But what do they learn on the street, 
in offices and workshops? 

In a time within the memory of men still living the 
presidency of the United States was dangled before the 
eyes of the urchin as the loftiest and most honorable ob- 
ject of effort, and it was made clear to him that if he 
would reach this eminent station it must be by the path 
of service. He must show his social worth as well as his 
individual power. He must learn social and political needs 
and qualify himself by molding his own character to supply 
them. He was taught thus to fit himself for all the prizes 
of hard work. 

It would be interesting to know if this ideal has a 
strong hold upon small boys and big ones in these days. 
Is the messenger boy thinking of the presidency, or a 
senatorship, or a professorship in some great university as 
the end of his labor? Does he hope to become a Cooper, 
a Franklin or an Agassiz? Or does he, in plain, blunt, 
unidealistic fashion, hope to get rich like the half dozen 
heroes of modern high finance whose names are so fa- 
miliar? 

It is of course necessary to guard the child’s body and 
provide conditions of health. This is a special field of leg- 
islation which should be more diligently cultivated. But 
it must not be forgotten that the youth’s mind should 
be protected against sordid, selfish and evil thoughts. As 
the boy thinks so he grows. And if the conditions of 
his existence contain a multitude of suggestions tending 
to mere personal material aggrandizement he is pretty 
sure to grow that way. He cannot grow right unless his 
mind is filled with thoughts that are right. 

The Russian nobles having adopted the principle con- 
tained in the Zemstvos resolution calling for a represent- 
ative assembly, unanimity needs only the adhesion of the 
grand dukes. If they refuse they may have reason to 
reflect upon what happened to the nobles who refused to

Under American theories, self-government under con- 
stitutional forms is in itself an education, the only 
means of education through which men in mass can be 
“fitted for freedom.” 

Under this theory, it is the exercise of freedom itself 


under constitutional restrictions and nothing else, which 
fits men for its enjoyment. Deny this education and 
they can never have any “fitness for freedom” higher 
than that of nature, which fits them to begin their edu- 
Cation and to carry it on with no limit set to it. 

It is surprising at the beginning of the Twentieth 
century to find men as far apart in most things as the 
Russian Tolstoi and the President of the United States, 
denying the validity of this theory and thrusting it 
aside, though it is the only one on-which constitutional 
liberty can reasonably be instituted anywhere or reason- 
ably maintained when instituted. 

Tolstoi gives his reasons for siding with the Russian 
Feactionists against constitutional government and a 
parliament for Russia. 

He says that constitutional restrictions on despotism 
and the representation of the people of Russia in a par- 
liament making their own laws, would be “a new ob- 
struction in the path of true progress,” because “the 
real uplifting of a people can be attained only through 
religious and moral regeneration of all the individuals 
constituting that people.” 

In opposing government under the American constitu- 
tion for the Philippines, or the formation of their own 
constitut'on for themselves, the President of the United 
States takes this same ground on which Tolstoi sup- 
Ports the arbitrary despotism of the Czar. The Presi- 
Gent’s position is that the people of the Philipipnes at 
present are morally and intellectually unfit to manage 
their own affairs and that the attempt to give them 
constitutional government, to be exercised in freedom 
for themselves, would only obstruct their progress. He 
agrees with Tolstoi exactly in this, but goes on to say 
that while they are being intellectually and morally 
regenerated, the islands should be capitalized by Ameri- 
cans so as to control their trade and develop it to the 
fullest extent. 

Against this, Tolstoi would have revolted as the ex- 
treme of the moral and intellectual depravity he wishes 
to “regenerate.” It is a minor matter, however, and in 
their basic principle of the unfitness of unregenerated 
and unimproved men for anything better than despotic 
control, the President of the United States and the fa- 
mous Russian radical, the greatest of all the peaceful 
Nihilists of the age, stand exactly together. 

Of course, as far as such views become a method of 
thought and a habit of mind, constitutional government 
must fail. \ 

Basing government of any kind, or the hopes of any 
{mprovement on the “regeneration,” spiritual re-birth. 
or complete intellectual renovation of all men, perpetu- 
ates all despotism and makes all relief, even the slight- 
est, hopeless, until some far off: “millennium.” when, un- 
der Tolstofi’s theory, there will be no government at all. 
If before any evil is reformed, any man liberated from 
oppression, or all men who are not actually wronging 
o‘hers are allowed to go free from wrong. we must 
wait until all men are ‘regenerated,’ re-born morally and 
spiritually, made Tolstol’s own equals in morals or the 
equals of a Ronsev elt in the intellect shown in the con- |

struction of sentences, then all constitutions are indeed 
farces and the world's situation is a hopeless one. 

When this same issue was being presented during the 
years of the birth of the “Monroe doctrine” in America, 


it was said of the peoples of Spanish America as Tol- 
stoi now says of those of Russia and President Roose- 
velt says of others, that they were rude people, semi- 
barbarous, incapable of forming governments for them- 
selves or of maintaining them. The combined powers 
of Latin Europe on this argument advanced to crush 
out republican constitutional systems in all Spanish 
America. The Monroe doctrine was interposed. Spanish 
America was freed, and though Spanish America in- 
cludes many aboriginal Americans, then and now 
scarcely beyond our own aborigines in social organiza- 
tion, the countries of Spanish America in spite of all 
their many troubles, disorders and difficulties, have ad- 
vanced steadily with the progress of the world. 

They have justified at least as fully as it has been 
justified in the history of the century, what Henry Clay 
said in defending the rights and the nature of the 
human race against the attack now made by the ex- 
tremists who deny the fitness of mankind for the edu- 
cation the responsibilities of constitutional freedom 
gives them. 

“It is not true that their imputed ignorance exists,’’ 
Clay said in his speech of 1818 on the emancipation of 
South America, “but if it does, I dispute the inference. 
It is the doctrine of thrones that man is too ignorant to 
govern himself. Their partiwans assert his incapacity in 
reference to all nations. And our pride and our pre- 
sumption too often makes converts of us. I contend that 
it is to arraign the dispensations of Providence Himself 
to contend that He has created beings incapable of gov- 
erning themselves and fit only to be trampled on by 
kings. Self-government is the natural government of 
man.” 

Continuing to argue this, he turned from ft to the right 
of the Spanish American peoples and of all other peo- 
ples to enjoy self-government in any way they thought 
fit. “Anxious as I am that their governments should be 
free, we have no right to prescribe for them,” he said. 

This. then, was the- original ‘American theory, that 
through the education of self-government itself, all men 
become more and more fitted for it as they were fitted 
by nature to begin the effort, while no man by that 
method, by nature or by any sort of a “regeneration” 
into any sort of superiority is ever fitted to govern, 
control or rule despotically over others for his own pur- 
poses, no matter how noble he may allege them to be. 

There is no other theory than this on which constitu- 
tional government can be maintained in any country. 
When Tolstol strikes, he strikes as usual at the root, 
knowing exactly what he is doing and why. He is a 
Nihilist who wishes to see the present system of church 
and state in Russia destroyed root and branch. Any 
sort of a constitutional government would seem to him 
a fruitless compromise. He is as much opposed to the 
American system, even if administered under the consti- 
tution, as he is to Russian despotism.

It is almost the only evidence 
that is obtainable in all great crimes, and it is the best and 
most reliable. * * * I have witnessed many great trials 
for murder, but do not remember one where there was an 
eye witness to the deed. How is it possible, then, to bring 
home the charge to the culprit unless you rely on ‘circum- 
stantial evidence? 

Circumstantial evidence is the evidence of circumstances— 
facts that speak for themselves and cannot be contradicted. 
Circumstances have no motive to deceive, while human tes- 


timony is too often the product of every kind of motive."’

Hundreds of Miles of Pipe Being 
Taken Up and 5500 \Wells Are 


Being Dismantled Because Once | 


Big Industry Is Dying. 


PIPES SELL FOR 90 PER 
CENT OF ORIGINAL COST 


This Reminds the People of the 
Tax Reduction Ordered Because 
Owners Said These Lines Were 
Hardly State’s Consideration. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 10.—Indiana 
is becoming an extensive iron-producing 
state. Three-quarters of a million dollars 
will measure her iron production for the 
year 1904; indications are that the total 
will run well above the million dollar mark 
next year. 

Strange as all this may seem, stranger 
yet is the fact that the state is not only 
producing iron extensively, but that it is 
coming out of the ground in the form of 
finished product, and in this respect Indi- 
ana is outrivaling Wisconsin and Michigan. 

Indiana's production is coming up from 
the shallow depth of three feet, in the 
shape of cast and wrought iron = pipe— 
four, six, eight, ten or twelve inch natural 
gas mains that, after long service, are be- 
ing saved in the wrecking of the Indiana 
gas belt, which has just begun. 

Indiana’s flickering natural gas flame has 
become too weak to light some distant 
cities, and some of the distant points, In- 
dianapolis among them, have cut off all 
connections with the field in the last year. 
The compenies are taking up their mains, 
carefully cleaning them and selling and 
shipping them all over the country... All 
this has brought into the field a new in- 
dustry—‘‘the wreckers,”’ pipeline companies 
which buy pipelines, together with wells 
and gas and oil leases on them, take up 
the pipes and dismantle the pumping sta- 
tions. 

The greatest activity in this line now is 
between Indianapolis and the northern 
parts of Hamilton and Madison counties, 
where, after 15 years’ use the mains of the 
Indianapolis Gas Co., the Manufacturers’ 
Co. and the Consumers’ Gas Trust Co. are 
now being taken up. Most of this pipe is 
being sent to the gas regions of West Vir- 
ginia and Kangas and to the oil territory 
of California, Texas and the East. Con- 
siderable is being reshipped to Indiana oil 
points. Some of the pipe is to be used for 
mains for artificial gas service in cities and 
towns. 


Only a Loss 
of Ten Per Cent. 


This pipe is placed on the market, after 
being cleaned, at only about 10 per cent 
less coset than new pipe. In this is found 
an interesting point. Several years ego gas 
companies all over the state were seeming- 
ly vying with each other in trying to im- 
press state and county tax boards that the 
mains were rotting and becoming valueless 
—that they were being disintegrated by 
the action of the gas on the Inside and rust 
on the outside. It is recalled that at times 
it was even urged that the pipe would have 
to be replaced with new because it had be- 
come so disintegrated that it was as frail 
as though made of paper, and it was 
averred—in some extreme arguments—that 
it was held together only by the earth's 
being closely packed around the mains. 
Under such representations as there, taxa- 
tion was reduced on the mains to many in- 
stances to a very low figure. 

Fifteen years have passed since some of 
the large lines were laid. In some in- 
stances the gus was shut out of the mains 
for long periods, and they were left in the 
earth under unfavorable conditions. It is 
interesting to- find today, however, that 
when the pipe is taken up it is just as 
good as when put into the earth, and that, 
having been cleaned which does not even 
mean to take off the thin coating of rust— 
the pipe commands a price on the market 
that is with'n 10 per-cent of the price asked 
for new pipe. 


Capital Invested 
in Gas Industsry.

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CZAR WANTS MORE WARSHIPS 


Enough Vessels Ordered by Him to 
Keep Genoa Builders 
Busy a Year. 


TRIESTE, Dec. 10.—Russian naval officers 
have just inspected the shipbuilding yards 
here, but left no orders. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent learns they have or- 
dered warships at Orlandos and Anselmos 
yards at Genoa.

Principal Conditions That Have 
Influenced Speculation 
Recently, |

Most prominent feature in the speculative 
market for wheat continues to be the 
Armour manipulation, So far it continues 
to be scalping operations on a gigantic 
scale, but while both sides the market look 
alike to this trader as long as he can 
work it, it looks just now as though the 
buying side was favored in his machina- 
tions. It is curious to note how the news 
adapts itself or is made to adapt itself 
to this manipulation, and how blindly trad- 
ers accept information that is dealt out 
to them. They are not like the old sport 
who had played every gamble from ‘“‘bank’”’ 
to the “ponies” and for a change took a 
fiver in grain. He quit suddenly, and when 
asked by his broker why he did so, having 
made a winning, he replied, ‘““Well, you see, 
1 don’t care to play a game where the 
other fellow does all the dealing and 
makes me play the cards he deals me."’

There have been some curous cards 
dealt during the recent advance, the 
most suspicious hands coming eut 
on Argentine conditions. Without im- 
plying there was anything crooked, 
it & strange to note that the most 
favorable news from that country did not 
begin to ‘circulate until a certain crop re- 
porter arrived in the Argentine. This crop 


reporter had helped kill the spring wheat 
crop of the Northwest and he was sent 
to Bouth America by the Minneapolis 
house thet circulated the worst rust dam- 
ge and short yields that were sent out on 
he northwestern crop.

Whether Mr. won is the head of an 
enormous bear pool is a question which re- 
mains to be discovered, but it is apparent 
that following the publications the power- 
ful financial interests recently in control 
of the market stood aside, and let take ite 
course the liquidation precipitated through 
the efforts of this operator. Stocks were 
sacrificed on all sides without regard to 
volume or price, and shrewd speculators 
on Wall street are asking themselves in 
the face of the violent recovery following 
the break, whether or not the decline was 
not a well-engineered raid in which the 
Boston operator was the leading figure, and 
the followers of this same operator made 
the dupes to start a violent selling move- 
ment in the interest of the parties in con- 
trol of the market. The shakeout, severe 
as it was, and apparently unwarranted, no

Decline of More Than $19 a Bale 
Has Cost It About $60,000,- 
000 in Three Weeks, but It 
Takes Blow Smilingly. 


VARIETY OF INDUSTRIES 
IS SOFTENING THE BLOW 


While They Ara Bringing in 
Handsome Profits, the Public 
Can Lose Part of Sarplus With- 
out Great Disaster. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 10.—The break of 


more than $10 per bale on cotton, from the 
figures which prevailed less than three 
weeks ago, falls heavily upon the shoulders 
of the people of this city and section, as 
well as upon those of the entire cotton 
belt. 

The actual loss that has already been re- 
sulted on the unsold cotton in this city 
is practically $1,000,000. This, represent- 
ing about 100,006 bales, is, in part, the 
property of men here who have plantations 
in the country, though the greater portion 
of it is cotton that has been consigned to 
be sold by the factors of this city. 

There is no way of ascertaining the ex- 
tent of the loss all over the South, though 
a& conservative estimate now would place 
the figures at practically $60,000,000. This 
ls a tremendous sum of money, and de- 
tracts largely from the wealth of a section 
which has been blessed beyond all others 
during the two preceding seasons and a 
portion of the current one with exceeding- 
ly profitable prices for fts great staple 
product. 

It would be difficult to conceive of any 


‘more disastrous happening from a financial! 


point of view than is suggested by the 
foregoing figures. But there are certain 
phases of the situation which are gratify- 
ing in the extreme, because tempering the 
loss in a way that will make the force of 
it far less powerful than it would have 
been under ordinary conditions. 


Surplus Wealth 
Only Affected. 


First and foremost of these is the fact 
that the loss affects largely the surplus 
wealth of the South, instead of the orig- 
inal working capital of the people of the 
southern states. The high prices during 
the last half of 1902-08, the whole of 
1908-04 and the greater portion of the pres- 
ent season, placed more money into the 
hands of the agricultural classes of the 
South than they have had at any time 
since the civil war, and thus they are for- 
tified against the effects of the decline to 
an extent that is nothing less than remark- 
able when their former condition is consid- 
ered. 

There is leas borrowing of money for the 
cultivation of the present crop than there 
has been for upward of a third of a cen- 
tury. Living expenses have increased at 
an enormous rate and the cost of labor, 
stock and other elements entering into the 
cultivation of a cotton crop has appre- 
clated in value on a scale that seems al- 
most incredible. And yet, in the face of 
all these facts, the farmers in most cases 
have sold enough cotton already to meet 
their more pressing needs and to pay off 
the majority of the expenses incurred in 


oe ing of the crop now being mar- 
e 


Simply Hurt, but 
Still Prosperous, 


This being the case, the cotton held back 
represents to an unusually large extent the 
surplus of the agricultural classes. It is 
unfortunate that this unexpected blow 
should have fallen upon them, but it is far 
better that only their surplus should be 
reduced than that the decline should have 
caught them with maturing claims unpaid 
and practically unpayable, as has been the 
case in so many of the years of low-priced 
cotton in the t. 

The prosperity of the South will be af- 
fected, possibly iinpaired, to a material de- 
ere, ut the decline in the price of cot- 
on will not have the same effect on the 
nag welfare of the South as it would 

ve had 10 or even five years ago. 

he ery oot ine | industry in the south- 
ern states on the past few years has 
made rapid strides. Half of the, spindles 
in the United States are south of the Ma- 
son and Dixon line. The lumber manufac- 
turing business is carried on in the south- 
ern states on as large a scare as anywhere 
in America, because the South is the home 
of many of a big hardwood and 
rellow pine forests. he coal and iron in- 
ustries are in but the Initie! stages of their 
development, but they are adding their 
millions to the wealth of a section richly 
endowed by nature. Woodworking plants of 
every kind are springing up as if by magic, 
and the plants for the manufacture of all 
by-products of the cotton business have 
their almost exclusive abode in the south- 
ern states, the bulk of the seed making it 
impossible for them to be located outside 
of the cotton belt.

SHOULD HUSTLE FOR LIVING 


“Root, Hog, or Die,” Seems to Be 
the Only Cure for This 
Tendency. 


Aipecial to the Post-Dispatch, 

SIOUX CITY, Io., Dec. 10.—Hag the great 
American hog been so delicately bred, so 
excessively refined, that he is degenerating 
in physical stamina and threatened with 
extinction Ly'the advance of tuberculosis? 
This {4 a question which a good many 
western breeders have been asking lately, 
and it has suddenly been forced into prom- 
inence by the investigation of porcine tu- 
berculosis made by John J. Murphy of this 
city, hog buyer for the Cudahy Packing 
Co., and one of the hog experts of the 
oour try. 

Mr. Murphy warns farmers of the danger 
of tuberculosis in their hogs, and declares 
there is need of an immediate inquiry into 
the increase of this disease. He has his 
Own ideas of the cause, and thinks it can 
be eliminated by proper preventive meas- 
ures. The serious need is to make raisers 
realize the situation. 

For the great American porker to lose 
his appetite and pine away would be a 
blow whose seroiusness can hardly be real- 
ized. Pennsylvania with no iron and no 
coal would be rolling in wealth compared 
to lowa without her hogs. Minnesota with- 
Out her pine and her wheat would atill be 
the home of affluence compared to Nebras- 
ka without her hogs. Every gold and sil- 
vey mine in Colorado could be shut down 
forever and not injure business as com- 
pared to the effects that would be felt in 
fauees or Missouri if the hog was demone- 


The trouble about the hog, if Mr. Murphy 
is correct, is that he has grown effete. He 
hasn't the gout as yet, but he needs a 
course in light gymnastics to keep his 
blood circulating. He need¢ to be made to 
realize the meaning of the ancient admont- 
tion to “root, hog. or die,’ now too far for- 
gotten by both the hog and his owner. His 
menu is too carefully predigested for him. 
The reeult is that he tends to tuberculosis. 
and the government inspectors of meat at 
the great meat-killing maris find an in- 
creasing proportoin of carcasses that must 
be rejected on this account. 

There igs no way of knowing whether a 
hog has tuberculosis except to kill him, so 
far as Mr. Murphy knows. The handsom- 
est and healthiest Berkshire or Poland- 
China may prove to have the disease in 
his system; but the buyer can't know it 
in advance. 

“As it is Iimposeible to know in didvance 
of killing him whether a hog has tuber- 
culosis." Mr. Murphy explains, ‘“‘thore is 
only one thing the buyers can do. They 
can’t pay bacon prices for carcasses to be 
condemned by the inspector to the (grease 
vat. They must simply pare off enough 
from the average price paid to rake up 
for the average logs sustained. This per-

SPECIAL INQUISITOR NAMED 


Growers Allege They Are Victims 
of a Crushing Policy on the 
Combine’s Part. 


Post-Dispatch. 
SO UIEVELL I. Ky., Dec. 10.—The federal 
government will probe the Tobacco Saha 
at the request of the Kentucky and Ten- 
nessec Planters’ Association. 

As the initial step the attorney-general 
designated A. E. Garner of Springfield, 
Tenn., as special attorney to conduct the 
preliminary inquiry, and to report results. 
Mr. Garner, who is very familiar with the 
conditions of the tobacco industry, will be 
allowed $500 to pay the expenses of his in- 
vestigation. 

The Kentucky and Tennessee tobacco 
planters have been inveighing against the 
combine for several years and the action 
of the Department of Justice is the outcome 
of long-continued and persistent agitation 
on their part. 

A short time ago they discussed their 
grievances at a convention held at Guth- 
rie, Ky., and it was determined then to 
carry their cause to Washington. 

Felix Ewing, of Robinson Coujiy, Tenn.. 
president of the association, was dllegated 
to submit their complaints to .ne depurt- 
ment. He went over the sitaatinn fully 
with the attorney-general, who .nanife-tted 
deep interest and afterward annuuti-od that 
the investigation of the American Tubaccy 
Co.’s methods would be undetiadacn 
once. 

The Planters’ association claims the 
American Tobacco Co. is muintaining a 


monopoly in the full meaning of tiie Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and that .ac stature 
is being violated constantly. “he tobacco 
farmers complain that they are victums of 
a policy of repression which prowb'‘:s thea 
from acting with any freedom In disposire 
of their crops. They assert that tLc}y are 
forced to sell to the combiaa at rs 
which the latter arbitrarily fix, an are 
denied matKets elsewhere. 

In the pursuit of data upon which to binw: 
action against the American Tobacco Wo.,, 
Special Attorney Garner will doubtless 
come to Louisville, this city being the 
greatest tobacco distributing center in the 
country, and he will.also visit che Yiricy 
and dark tobacco districts of Kentccky.

GUTHRIE, 0. T., Dec. 10.—In the Federal 
Court today at Perry, the jury in the case 
of the United States against Zach Miller, 
Owner and operator of the famous “101" 
ranch in Northern Oklahoma, returned a 
verdict of guilty, thus closing one of the 
most important caitle cases In the terri- 
tory’s history. The verdict is a complete 
victory for the government officials, includ- 
ing Col. Albert Dean, in charge of the Bu- 
reau Of Animal Industry in the southwest, 
and Dr. L, J. Allen, federal cattle inspect- 
or in Oklahoma. 

A year ago last summer, upon the com- 
Plaint of Col. Dean, who has his official 
headquarters in Kansas City, warrants 
were issued for the arrest of Zach Miller 
and Van 6ellers, Ponca reservation cattle- 
men, and the Santa Fe agents at Red Rock 
and Ponca City. The cattlemen were 
chargea with shipping cattle from the ter- 
ritory to Kansas City without having been 
properly inspected according to the law, 
und the agenta were arrested on charges 
of accepting such cattle for shipment. The 
cases came up in the courts at Perry and 
were dismissed. This action did not please 
Dean and Allen, and the matter was taken 
up with the Department of the Interior 
with full explanations.

He was born in 
West Virginia and was a slave in the 
Mitchell household until 181 when he was 
given his freedom. He became so attached 
to the Mitchell family that he accompan- 
led them to Adams County, thie state, and 
assisted the family in the management 
of the farm. The son went to Spokane 
and has since lived there and the other 
members of the family scattered. tU'nele 
Ned alone remained, and when he died 
Mr. Mitchell kept a promise that he had 
given to the old man many years ago, 
and erected a costly monument. 

On the face of the stone is inecribed the 
name of the old siave, with his birth place 
and the dates of his birth and death. In 
addition, there are words, “‘For his fafth. 
fulness, this monument is erected by his

Then study the hand forest 
Christian or Moham- 


 medan you will read there a prophecy, for, in that forest 
are the hands of all the world. Take it that he meant 
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Christ and you who are Christians will glow with joyous 
affirmation of the prophetic assemblage of the world to 
praise Him. 

In the center of the hands the cross, and 
scepter are raised, dominating by their position, size and 
color the composition of the hands. The cross and 
eroaier are Christian symbols, the scepter is earthly 
puwer. Only dry cynicism, noting this. would say that 
the face represents implacable Fate; Wisdom, it might 
be; Thought, in its essence, and Supreme Power, 

Befare concluding what the face represents study the 
hands more closely. Note that surrounding the emblems 
of Pope and King the hands are full of character peculiar 
to civilizations; they are long of finger and finely made, 
more full of skill than strength, feminine in their beauty; 
their upward throw ig a gesture of grace, of conformity, 
not passionate or forceful. 

Out of the light in which these are grouped are hands

of ruder make; the claw of the selfish, the bleeding fix! 
of the fighter; a knife-bearing hand that has done mur- 
der, another knife bearer that has done much work; one 
clenching a revolver, one a hatcbet, another a battle ax: 
the gnarled, bludgeoned hand of the rude laborer, the 
distorted hand of the woman who has never known rest. 
Such hands are bewilderingly numerous and various and 
are lifted, whether in defiance or appeal, in positive pas. 
sion, with decision and without grace. 

The ligt from above falls upon another group that 
lifts images of divinities toward the clouds, that lifts 
idols of gold and silver and wood and stone which have 
been lovingly cherished and worshiped as visible signs 
of the Invisible. 

In the vast gathering of hands the whole world is rep- 
resented in all its socia] and ethnological grades. The 
detail is stupendous; it stupefies the student or arouses 
that admiration we give to the intricate carvings which 


represent the life work of unknown Chinese or Jap- 
anese workers in ivory 

Every time we see the picture the eye finds a hand 
unseen before, a new thought in five fingers and every 
one of them, delicate or rude, shackled or free, filled or 
empty, is raised with a gesture all its own toward the 
face in the clouds. 

Not all the hands are shown in the accompanying 
picture, Only painfully exact drawing or purely mechan- 
ical process could reproduce Leempoels’ vast’ assemblage. 
Only the most prominent and distinctly differentiated 
types are here indicated, but they serve as a basis for 
the reading of the lesson. 

Painters do not lecture on their work. They provide 
no diagrams for minds that have not their own grasp of 
the subject. They state what they feel and leave the 
interpretation to the individual. ‘Thus it is that before 
this pieture dispute thrives.

There have been individuals whose minds rejected the 
theory of such power—abnormal men, whe lacked the 
sixth sense, whose brains lacked an essential convolution, 
and through that lack they were invincibly ignorant of 
what the norma! brain instinctively recognizes. Such in- 
dividuals in their abnormality are as separated from 
humanity as those who cannot love, as those who have 
no sense of honor, as those who may never re 
beauty, as those who having delusions of grandenr

genius. Yet even such as deny the probability of t 
Supreme Intelligence, guiding and guarding, r« 

the common belief and conform to an appearame of ac 
ceptance or defiantly shake a futile fist at God.

Brotherhood is a glorious ideal, but it is not the thought 
of Leempoels’ picture. He says there is one the that 
binds humanity—Caucasian, Ethiopian, Mongoliaa, Tm 
dian, Malay—but in his assemblage of the world’s hands 
aspiring to God he groups the peoples apart. He would 
let them travel the roads that seem good to their feet, 
giving the assurance that they lead to one bourne. 

The face is a composite of Christ pictures; it is not 
vague, shadowy or suggestive of myth; but for all ite 
intellectual aloofness, it is a vitel human face. Neost- 
sarily a painter who deals with such a subject must fail 
to realize the supernatural. His face is a symbol; all 
he can hope to do is to paint a face that will not be 


wholly incongruous, that will be suggestive of strength 


of mind and a disciplined spirit. The face lacks tender 
ness, and yet it is not the wrathful Deity whom the 
Hebrew adored, but a just God, who weighs and judges, 
unmindful of insult or fear, that which men do of them-

They refer to 
themselves as “priests” and not ministers or clergymen. 


They hear confessions, have “matins” every morning at 


15 minutes past 6, daily celebration of the holy com- 
munion at 7 and 7:30, and daily vespers at 5:30. The 
program of the daily life in a Catholic mongstery 
seems to have been faithfully copied by the Episcopal 
ministers who have formed this very advanced organize- 
tion of celibates. 

The building in which the Companions of the Holy 
Savior have established themselves is a picturesque and 
interesting structure. It boasts of the only campanile 
in America. The tower is a copy of a famous church 
in Rome; parts of the edifice are copied from a well- 
known ecclesiastical structure at Aquiline, Italy, and 
gome are rg a. cathedral et Orvietto. 
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According to Father McGarvey, there are 700 commu- 
nicants in the church. Public services are held on Sun- 
day, and the services throughout the week are open 
to anyone who likes to attend. Though shunning noto- 
riety of any kind, the Companions of the Holy Savior 
are not « cloistered body. They wish to be left to their 
quiet lives and missionary work. 

The Companions of the Holy Savior may some day 
be found in every city of any size in the United States. 
Bo quietly have the present members of the organiza- 
tion pursued their way since forming the order that 
few are aware of its existence. Branches of the order 
may be established in other cities if other clergymen 
of the Episcopal Church decide to take the vow never 
to marry and apply to be enrolled as members. The 
rules of the order are not for the outsider’s perusal. 
Father McGarvey refused to show a copy, on the 
ground that they contain private instructions as to the 
devotions and lines of life of the members of the order 
and, therefore, are not intended to be read by any 
but the companions.

HARD-WORKING little colony of American art 
A students has established itself in North Hol- 
land at the historic little village of Egmond-op- 
den-Hoef, where for some 20 years two American paint- 
ers, George Hitchcock and Gari Mele thers, have made 
their homes and have done most of their best work. The 
opalescent atmosphere, saturated with hazy vapors from 
the canals and illuminated with soft, subdued mellow 
light from the pear! blue skies, seems to exert a magic 
spell in developing the color sense. The shadows are 
never crude; the landscape presents masses of harmonies 
resulting from tones superposed upon tones, for this 
northern sun produces no lines nor contours; objects 
and figures are defined by ambient patches of light and 
color. Black and white cattle, red tile cottages, fields 
of scarlet poppies, plantations of white, blue and crimson 
tulips and hyacinths, the universal green of the pastures 
and of the foliage, never become monotonous or metallic, 
because they change constantly with the ever-varying 
combinations of the sun and the radiant moisture of the 
air, and appear like delicate cameos emerging from gray- 
ish pearl backgrounds. The atmosphere of Holland, and 
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particularly of North Holland, resembles that of the 
Venetian lagoons, but no one who has not visited thig 
artistie color paradise can fully appreciate Taine’s 
masterful analysis of Dutch atmosphere in “La Philese- 
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phie de l’Art,” the conclusions of which are that Hol sy 


land is the great educator of the artist's eye, and that 
nature here makes the true colorist. 

This quaint little village of Eqgmond-op-den-Hoef—#o 
called because its marketplace is half oval, like a horse's 
hoof—eontains 40 or 50 picturesque houses, most of which 
were built in the sixteenth or seventeenth century, One 
finds at every turn some interesting relic of the nations! 
struggle against the Spanish domination. It was here 
that Count Egmond, a martyr of the war of independence, 
was born. The garden gate of George Hitchenek’s saudio 
is partly made of stone projectiles used by the artillery 
of the Duke of Alba.

SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH writer and artist at- 
tended the 10:30 mass in the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre on the Sunday following Pentecost 

and preceding the last Sunday of the ecclesiastical year. 
They found themselves part of an astonishing congrega- 
tion, so polyglot in its representation of the various races 
of mankind as to seem like a devotional gathering of all 
nations. 

Father Bernardine Weis, the Franciscan monk who 
vificiated, may well claim that his little temporary mis- 
sion is completely and comprehensively Catholic in its 
scope. He is the priest of one of the most remarkable 
paiishes the world has ever seen. Since the early half of 
May. shortly after the opening of the World’s Fair, 
‘pather Weis has held these services of his church. They 
were for the soul’s benefit of what may be called the 
World’s Fair parish. 

And the old Faith reached out and drew its children, 
from the highest to the lowest, into this amazing 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre on the World’s Fair 
grounds. They came trooping from all directions to 
the stone walls of Jerusalem, the Holy City. Through 
a tiny postern gate, mot large enough to admit two 
abreast, they passed into the Jerusalem enclosure. Thence 


i. all paths centered toward the scene of Father Weis’ 


ministra tions. 
As the various groups neared the Church of the Holy 
Sepulehre they necessarily beanme merged into one 
throng. and this stream of churchgoing peop'e filled the 
one narrow thoroughfare leading to the spot where mass 
was to be celebrated. It was the historic Christian 
street upon which they thus became one assembiage— 
the “Haret i] Nasara,” or Quarter of the Nazarenes, as 
the Moslems call this street. Thence they went straleht 
& along to the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, and, eniering, 
shortly found themselves in the Chapel of the Holy 
oe Ser the original of which is believed to contain 
#g ‘But it was not here that Father Weis held his service. 
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urger, and provided with seats for the congregation. 
This chapel is an exact reproduction of its original and is 
most impressive. The light from its stained glass win 
dows dimly illuminates the altar and flicks into effective 
relief the mural decorations. It is a singularly striking 
interior, its one focal pdint, emphasizing its significance, 
the Crucifix on the wall back of the altar, medieval in its 
devotional simplicity. It is here that the congregation 
of Father Weis’ amazing parish assembles. 

And such a congregation! 

St. Louis has never seen its like before and will never 
again. Blanketed Indians from the Cliff Dwellers and 
other tribes, braves, squaws and pappooses in company, 
were of its number. Picturesque Syrians, looking like 
figures just stepped out of the Bible in their long robes 
and sandals, teuched shoulders with the aborigines of the 
American West. Native Filipino scouts in Uncle Sam's 
uniform came into view in the general picture. 

A blonde German wearing the official dress of the 
Deutsche Haus staff was conspicuous. A Jefferson Guard 
in the blue and gold of the L. P. E. stood beside the 
Teuton. One of St. Louis’ policemen was but a few feet 
away. A distinguished-looking Spaniard, irreproachable 
in frock coat and yray trousers, and with his silk hat 
in hand, went down the aisle. Two or three young 
French women from a Pike concession made a genu 
flexion before taking their seats. An American army 
officer lent additional military distinction to the scene. 

And there were times earlier in the season when sol- 
diers of the Ninety-Second Gordon Highlanders and of the 
crack Canadian regiment of the British volunteer reserves 
were also of the yathering. Even this day came a tur- 
baned Turk to mass. one who had renounced Mohammed's 
faith for that of the Christian. Several of the Cingalese 
natives from the Ceylon building, a Bagobo chief, a 
Chinaman, an Ainu from northern Japan, an Eskimo and 
a group of Tyrolean girls from the Alps—all these have 
been Weis’ congregation during the 
World’s Fair period. 

It was an astounding congregation, illustrating in the 
flesh the catholicity of Catholicity. One could with 
difficulty realize that one was in St. Louis, an American 
inland city. It was more as if one stood at a central 
meeting point of the nations’ boundaries and the Church 
had sent forth its call and assembled al) races in answer. 

And the one priest typified the Church in this picture. 

Clad in his Franciscan robe of coarse brown, its cowl 
falling between his shoulders, Father Bernardine moved 
in and out of the chapel preparatory to the beginning of 
the mass. He. was dressing the altar. A little Syrian 
boy served as his assistant then and as altar boy in the 
mass. Until but a month or two ago a Portuguese noble 
man, Count Riviero, had acted as alter boy for Father 
Weis. The Syrian lad succeeded him. 

When, a few moments later, Father Weis had donned 
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lus surplice over his brown Franciscan robe and the serv- 
ices began, he seemed a fitting ecclesiastical figure to 
face this strange congregation. For the Franciscan order 
to which he belongs has established one of the most cele- 
brated religious houses in Jerusalem and its members 
are among the leading defenders of the Christian faith in 
the Holy City, so that this one Franciscan monk, min- 
istering in the World’s Fair reproduction of Jerusalein’s 
most sacred edifice, was eminently appropriate to the 
scene and the occasion. 


The sermon delivered by Father Weis was based upon 
the fact of the approaching close of the ecclesiastical year, 
a retrospect of faithful service and an exhortation to 
increased fervor in the year about to begin. Nearest to 
the priest as he spoke sat an old white-bearded and white- 
haired man, clad in a long Oriental gown reaching to his 
ankles, who presented a singularly patriarchal appear- 
He was a native Syrian, born in Bethlehem—an 
especially impressive figure in such a congregation. 


ance. 


One could not fail, indeed, to be deeply cognizant of 
the extraordinary religious significance of this service. 
The accustomed noise and bustle of the World’s Fair was 
stilled. A moment before the only sound breaking the 
silence was the rhythmic chiming of the bell that an- 
nounced the hour of mass, and shortly afterwards the 
congregation was assembled in the Greck Chapel. The 
first sight of the World’s Fair reproduction of the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, the ancient structure 
erected by the Emperor Constantine to mark the spot 
where the Savior was buried, bad been intensely im- 
pressive, and the mass was its fitting complement in the 
hush of Sunday morning. So, in such an’ environment 
ag will never again be possible in St. Louis, this Father 
Weis, the Franciscan monk, but Jately come to the 
World’s Fair City from the ancient Santa Barbara Mis- 
sion in California, preached the faith to his remarkable 
parishioners of all climes and peoples. 


Thus has the Church of Holy Sepulchre in the Jerusa- 
lem concession on the World's Fair grounds, through its 
one faithful priest, ministered to the spiritual needs of 
its strange flock. A striking reproduction of its famous 
original in the real Holy City, appealing to all Christen- 
dom as representing the most sacred spot known t 
Christians, the seenes which it has presented each Sun- 
day morning have been without a parallel in exposition 
history. 

Then, too, there was the Catholic Chapel in the Vis- 
ayan Village on the Philippine reservation, where reg- 
ular church services have been held without interruption 
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The néed for this chape] was suggested by Father Algue, 
the scientist priest at the head of the United States 
Government’s Weather Bureau in Manila and a dis- 
tinguished figure at the World’s Fair. The first priest 
to officiate in this chapel was the chaplain of the 
Filipinos, Father Tomas Palmes, who continued this 
work until September, when Father Manuel Peypoch, 8. 
J., now of the St. Louis University, took charge. Every 
Sunday mass has been celebrated in this chapel, with 
church music and a sermon, and there have been two 
weddings solemnized, those of Dionisio Ascunsion and 
Salud Funcien, early in the spring, and of Emilio Sornil- 
lo and Ignacia Osano in October. There have also been 
four children of the Visayans baptized in this chapel, the 
name of which is Iglesia Catolica de Santa Rosa de Lima, 
and one burial therefrom, that of the baby daughter of 
the first Visayan couple married there. The Visayans 
have never ceased to express their gratitude for the 
establishment of this chapel. 

In a hall designated for the purpose the spiritual needs 
of the Filipino Scouts at the World’s Fair have been 
looked after by the Rev. John Granville, chaplain to the 
United States Army. In this he has been assisted by the 
tev. Joseph Coronas, who, as a Spaniard, ig able to 
preach to the men in their own tongue, which Father 
Granville is unable to do. Father Coronas was born in 
Spain and educated at the Divinity College of Tortosa 
and in Barcelona. Father Coronas speaks with enthusi- 
asm of the excellent attendance of the men during the 
Pair period. 

“We have had an average attendance at early Sunday 
mass of 300 to 350 men,” says Father Coronas. “This 
out of a total of 420 is very encouraging, seeing that 
there is no compulsion, though, of course, the men are 
encouraged to attend the services. [I have recently dis- 
tributed 300 copies of the Catechism, prepared by distin- 
guished Jesuit Fathers and printed in the Tagalog 
language.” 

Father John Granviix accompanied the Scouts from 
the Philippines. In August there was a three-days’ 
mission held for the Scouts and Constabulary in their 
hall, comprising the sermon and rosary, at which Fathers 
Coronas and Peypoch officiated. In November, when 
some 35 of these Filipino-Ame ican soldiers returned to 
the Philippines, mass was cv'ebrated on ise day before 
their departure and all of them attended with great 
piety. | 

One of the most beautiful and picturesque reproduec- 
tious of a sacred edifice at the World's Fair waa that of 
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the famous Cormac’s Chapel in the Irish Village. This 
is one of the most curious and interesting of irish build- 
ings, the original having been erected on a steep, wolated 
hill, known as the “Rock of Cashel,” among the fertile 
plains of ‘Tipperary, early in the Twelfth Century, by 
order -of Cormae MacCarthy, Bishop and King of Mum 
ster. It is the only remaining specimen of early Irish 
Romanesque architecture, and at its front stands a cast 
of the celebrated Cross of Muredach, from Monasterboies, 
County Louth. The chapel is roofed with slabs of stone 
and in the tympanum of the doorway is the singular 
sculpture, showing a human-headed beast against whom 
a centaur bends his bow, the meaning of which has never 
been discovered. 

Cormac’s chapel at the World’s Fair was met comse 
crated and no mass has been held there. 

The reproduction of an old Tyroleam ehurch in the 


Tyrolean Alps at the World’s Fair is also notable. Ne 
religious services have been held there, this ehurch being 


the scene of the representation of the Oberammergau 
Passion Play in pictures. In addition to these buildings 
of a religious character there were many exhibits of re- 
ligious objecta, the most imposing being that made by | 
the Vatican in the Anthropology building, and 
cial religious services of great impressiveness 
held on the World’s Fair grounds.

She was the Post-Die 
patch interpreter on the auto tour of St. Louis. 


Then there was Nancy Columbia, aged 11, who speaks 
English as well as her parents’ tongue, and lastly Peu- 
jop, 14-months-old boy. who indulged freely in the ex- 
pressive volapuk of babyland with an arctic accent.

The boxing gloves provided for women are the larg- 
est, softest kind. The fair opponents wear sweaters, 
short skirts and naturally only the loosest, freest kind 
of undergarments. | 

As neither of the contestants is willing tp start the 
attack, before the conflict begins they have each of 
them taken enough steps to make a half mile walk 
the preliminary skirmish. No mattg how seriously they 
take themselves, or the art of boxing as they understand 
it, no two women can face each other armed with those 
enormous gloves, watching for an unprotected spot at 
which to direct a soft but effective blow, without break- 
ing out into laughter. 

The trainer, of course, at this point, looks disgusted. 
He takes boxing seriously and fails to perceive that this 
laughter is ‘the very best and most profitable part of 
boxing for women. 

Many other exercises will develop lungs, arms, neck 
and shoulder muscles, all of which boxing will do, but 
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sow many women really enjoy their physical culture 
lessons? I have seen women go through gymnastics 
with the set and determined faces which plainly said: 
“We are doing this in the cause of health, but don’t 
ask us how we like it.” 

Besides its pleasure-giving qualities, boxing is an ex- 
cellent all-round exercise. It will quicken the cireulation 
of the blood sooner than any other torm of bodily ex- 
ertion. The women who box also notice a decided in- 
erease in bodily grace and lightness of step. This is 
occasioned by the position of the feet and the poise of 
the body of the boxer—should one say boxeress? 

The weight of the body throughout the conflict rests 
on the bal] of the foot. Almost on the toes-—never on 
the heels—one foot is advanced and the foremost foot is 
kept there both while advancing and retreating. The 
forward foot advances in short steps. In retreating the 
back foot takes the first step. The legs never cross. In 
going from side to side the right foot leads to the right, 
the left to the other side. The boxer seems to be giving 
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@ series of light agile jumps and quick side steps. 

The opponents should be fairly matched as to size 
and strength. They should be taught not to crouch in 
the attitude in which so many boxers are depicted, and 
which one naturally associates with the art. 

The backbone should be kept straight, the body bent 
forward from the waist. The straighter one stands the 
better one breathes, and boxing necessitates “long and 
deep breaths. 

The aim of each of the boxers is to find an ipsetectdl 
spot dn the opponent’s body, neck or shoulders, and 
deliver what is supposed to be a blow, but what in re 
ality is a soft punch on the said spot. Each boxer 
protects herself with arms and elbows. A hit on body, 
neck or shoulders constitutes a point for the one who has 
struck it. Most women begin to box with more enthusi- 
asm than knowledge, and the hilarity which they display,

This was a marriage where a man, as in Genesis, 
leaves his father and mother and cleaves unto his wife, 
and they become one flesh or kin, the woman’s, When 
Augustine converted the Anglo-Saxons to Christianity 
marriage by capture was dying out, and purchase had 
become general. Nevertheless, capture was not extin- 
guished in England until centuries later, for Ethelbert, 
while enforcing the new law, also ratified the old one, 
so that they ran concurrently. He recognized the right 
of a captor to carry off a woman by force on his after 
ward paying 50 shillings to lier owner as a fine, and then 


buying her from him at a reasonable price. If she were 
a maid, the fine went to her father; if a wife, then to 
the husband; but the captor had to buy the defrauded 
husband another wife, and in each case he retained by 
law the woman whom he had stolen. The transition from 
capture to purchase in England was very gradual, and 
both methods existed for a time together. Even the 
princesses were bought by kings with castlesand costly 
articles, just as those les® fortunately situated were ob- 
tained by humbler purchase.

THE efvilized races of the globe there is not a 
more interesting spot in the universe than the 
ancient land of Palestine, nor a more wonderful 
city than that of Jerusalem. When, therefore, the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch asked me to take a walk through the 


| streets of the reproduced City of Jerusalem in the 


World’s Fair and point out its historical features, ! 
undertook the task with pleasure. 
Beginning, therefore, our survey from about half way 


S down Art Hill, from a point which enables us to take in 


the entire representation of the city. we first notice the 
historical Jaffa Gate. Foreign potentates visiting the 
Holy City enter by this gate, as do the Jewish and Chris- 


- tian pilgrims, and it is customary for pilgrims visiting 
| the place for the first time, to pass through this gate on 
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The reproduction we see before us is an exact repre- 
sentation, as far as it goes, of the City of the Great 
The «ariginal eity covers an area of 235 acres, 
within walle two and one-half miles in extent. 
here reproduced covers some 12 acres and 


‘Ws surrounded by walls not quite a mile in length, but 


originals. Even the stones 
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The lower portion of this fortress is very ancient and its 
foundations are said to have formed part of the Jebu- 
sites’ stronghold, taken by David’s Joab, who surprised 
the garrison by creeping in through the gutters and 
water courses, the fortress itself being impregnable 

King David made his residence here (II Samuel, V, 1-9). 
This portion of Jerusalem was called the City of Zion, 
or the upper city (I Chronicles XI, 5-7). At the present 
time the Turkish garrison is stationed here and the 
Jaffa Gate is practically the fortress gate of Jerusalem. 

The moat surrounding the stronghold, at the time 
when Ibrahim Pasha held Palestine. filled with 
water. 

While standing and taking in this view of the city, 
it is well for us to consider the general and universal 
idea which Jerusalem represents. 

Jerusalem is the city that, above all others, stands 
for the religious element in human nature. Man has 
always felt that he was more than the beasts that 
perish, and Jerusalem is the perpetual witness to the in- 
tensity of this feeling. Inland, lifted up, rock-bound and 
rock-under-girded, Jerusalem, by all the pinnacles that 
have pierced the heavens from her temples, churches, 
mosques; by all the rocks that have gone into her mas- 
sive walls; by al) the wars that have raged about her 
devoted inhabitanta; by all the blood that has reddened 
her streets, and by all prayers and hymns from the 
love of her saints, has perpetually voiced man’s undying 
belief tm God, and the necessity be was under to love 
and serve Him. 

No city has been so often pillaged, so often demol- 
ished; yet the emoke had hardly ceased to go UP from 
her fire-swept ruins before her people began to replace 
her palaces and to rebuild her walls. By turns the na- 
tions surrounding her came up and emptied upon her 
devoted head all the resources of relentless fury, but 
amid it al] and in spite of it all, this city of the con 
science continued to weep and wail and sing songs and 
write prophecy and offer sacrifices. Her sufferings have 
made her great and have turned the very stones of her 
streets into objects of affection. For thousands of 
years human lips have been wearing away the stones 
of Jerusalem with their kisses. Jerusalem is 4 small 
city, and has never been large, but it has had more 1n- 
fluence upon the thought and sentiment and conduct of 
the human race than any other. Jerusalem has never 
had any commercial importance. Its only trade con 
sists of the symbols and objects of affectitn, such as 
mother-of-pearl! crosses and carvings of the Savior’s 
face, flowers from the Holy Fieids, over whose acres 
walked the blessed feet nailed for our advantage on the 
bitter cross; olive-wood stamps and paper weights and 
pictures of places connected with the Savior’s life. 
Jerusalem is an unworldly ¢ity and ministers to the 
lofty and great and holy in man, and stands for the 
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eternal in human nature. Jerusalem is the only city o= 
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earth where every kind of money is current—-Greek 
money, French money, Italian money, German money, 
American money, Egyptian money, Hindoo money, and 
every other sort of money is good, for to the city of David 
the tribes of all the earth continue to go up; there 
they all find welcome. 


The walls surrounding the city contain 40 feet of 
human history. For 4000 years Jerusalem has been the 
altar, the confessional, the mourners’ bench of the hu- 
man race. This has been the place where human nature 
has meditated, repented and aspired; here the infigite, 
the undying and spiritual in man have expressed them- 
selves in the melody of song and the importunity of 
ceaseless prayer; here the currents which drift toward 
God in human nature have come to shore; here their 
swell and sweep have lifted themselves into the psalms 
of David, the prophecies of Isaiah and the wailings of 
Jeremiah. The place has an infinite charm for poor, 
tempted, frail humanity, because here is the spot where 
One of our own flesh and blood first conquered the world, 
the flesh and the devil; here virtue and honor and 
purity and holiness and tengerness and pity and sym- 
pathy and charity were enthroned and invested with the 
prestige that comes from succeeding. They failed at 
Athens in Socrates, but they triumphed in Jerusalem in 
Jesus Christ. Human nature was dignified and ennobled 
by the success of Christ at Jerusalem. He showed what 
man can be and do. 

We will first take the nearest street passing down to 
the right. Immediately upon our left is a reproduction 
of Cook’s office in Jerusalem; next, and beside it, is the 
Turkish postoffice. At the bottom of the street we turn 
to the right again and then once more to the left for a 
short distance, when we find ourselves in the presence of 
the Jewish “wailing place.” Here the pious Israelites in 
Jerusalem come at least once a week to pray. On Fri- 
day afternoon, on the eve of a festival, also of the new 
moon and days of obligation, to make confession and 
prayer at this ancient wall, once part of the fortifications 
of the Holy House of the Jewish nation. 


Coming back a few paces from the “wailing place,” we 
pass ip through an archway to the temple area, which 
composes the premises of the Mosque of Omar, consist- 
ing of about 35 acres in the actual city and represented 
here by about two and one-half acres. Directly in front, 
we look to the north, we see the Mosque. 

Here stood the great palaces and the temple of Sol- 
omen, the temporary and inferior temple built by Ne 
hemiah, and the gorgeous and magnificent temple bu'!t 
by Herod. What an appeal it presents to the imagina- 
tion! Here in this mosque we have the rock where 
Melchisedek offered sacrifices, where Abraham ie said te 
have been in fhe act of offering Isaac; where, according 
to tradition, Jacob saw the ladder leading up to heaven; 
where was the threshing floor of Araunah; where was 
the site of the altar of burnt offering for Israe!, upon 
which David sacrificed; where was the altar of the tem- 
ples of Solomon, Zerubbabel and Herod, and where, it is 
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said, Mohammed prayed, déclaring that one prayer from 
this spot was worth a thousand elsewhere. 

This Mosque in the Exposition is five-sixths the size of 
the original Mosque of Omar in Jerusalem. Artists were 
sent to the Holy City by the Jerusalem Exhibit manage- 
nent, and they brought back with them plans and 
irawings of this ancient place of Mohammedan worship, 
and the result is that we are able to see before us an 
exact copy of one of the most interesting and historical 
buildings in the world. 

The colors of the original are produced on the outside 
and within. The columns, dome and central rock are ac- 
curate replicas of the original temple. 

Leaving the Mosque of Omar we pass west to a point 
just outside the Garden of Gethsemane. Before us is 
the Mount of Olives with the Russian Church, the 
Church of the Ascension, several convents, and the whole 
hill half way up dotted with stones marking Jewish 
graves. At the foot of the Mount lies the Garden of 
Gethsemane, visited by more pilgrims than any other 
garden on earth. The Garden of Gethsemane, where the 
second Man friumphed, balances the Garden of Eden, 
where the first man failed. Paradise, lost by transgres- 
sion, is replaced by the paradise gained by obedience. 
The agony of Gethsemane meets and overcomes the sin of 
Eden. These two gardens, because of their relation to 
the moral history of man, have become immortal. No 
emphatic disposition to locate the Garden of Eden has 
manifested itself. Men are not much inclined to make 
pilgrimages to the places which register the beginning 
of their lapses and wanderings, but the Garden of Geth- 
semane has been fixed by the devotion and sentiment of 
nearly 1600 years. Stratford-on-Avon will ever be dear 
to the human race, for there lived the man whose crea- 
tions have enriched the common mind; but Gethsemane 
stands unrivaled and unapproached in human affection, 
because from thence came the report that it is impossible 
for God ever to cease to love sinners. The intimation 
from heaven, given in the agony of the last praver in 
Gethsemane, that God takes an interest in the affairs 
of men, is the secret that makes it the swectest place 


on earth. 

It was here, in the Garden of Gethsemane, that Christ 
uttered his last prayer of agony. (Mathew, XXVI, 42.) 

From the Garden of Getheemane we pass down the 
street leading to St. Stephen’s Gate. and at the Turkish 
barracks we come to the first station in the “Via 
Dolorosa,” or the “pathway of pa'n.” 

This is the street over which Christ bore the cross to 
the place of crucifixion. It extends from the praetorium, 
the residence of Pilate, to Golgotha, or from the Turk- 
ish barracks to the Church of Holy Sepulchre. There 
are 14 stations along the way, each one representing some 
particular event in the last walk of our Lord on earth. 
It is strange that this short way should mark the begin- 
ning of civilization. Here the world learned « new 
secret of strength and a new method of life. Here began 
the street which has extended through the ages, and 
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along which healthy, heroic, triumphant human life ha« 
walked ever since. 

The Castle of Antonio, or Judgment Hall, is the place 
where our Lord was brought before Pilate. This iv the 
first station in the Via Dolorosa. (Matthew XXVII, 1-4. 
Mark XV, 1-6. Luke XXIII, 1-25. John XVIUI, 28-40.) 

The second station marks the point where Jesus, bear- 
ing his cross, went forth from the fortress of Antonio. 

The third station marks the place where, according to 
tradition, the Savior sank beneath the weight of the 
eross he carried. 

The fourth station is where he was met by his mother, 
while the. fifth station is marked by the old stone which 
is said to be the one against which Jesus leaned for sup- 
port when the soldiers compelled Simon, the Cyrenian, to 
carry the cross the rest of the way to the place of eruci- 
fixion. 

At the sixth station there is the house of St. Veron- 
ica, now a chapel for the United Greeks. St. Veronica, it 
is supposed, came out of her house to join the crowd of 
weeping women who accompanied our Lord on his way to 
Calvary. Seeing the Saviors face wet with blood and 
sweat she took a snow-white vell from her head and 
wiped away the marks of his suffering. 

According to tradition, it was found that the 
sion of the Savior’s face had remained upon the deli- 
cate veil, pever to pass from it forever. And to this day 
the wondrous veil is shown to visitors to the sanctuary 
in Jerusalem. 

The seventh station is shown by « modern chapel, near 
which stands a very ancient column which was connect- 
ed with the Gate of Justice. | 

The eighth is the last station on the Vis Dclorom. 
The Greek Orthodox monastery marks the site. Here it 
was that our Lerd turned to the women who followet 
him, weeping, and said: “Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me; weep for yourselves and for your children.” 
(iuke XXIII, 27-29. Mark XII.) 

The ninth station is at the Monastery of the Copta. It 
ix ot this station that our Lord is aid to have 
from exhaustion and weakness.
